Bowles said also that:

“It will stand,” Bowles stated, 
“if everyone uses a little restraint 
and doesn't get out a slide rule 
to see who may have gotten an 
advantage.” 

Asked if that went for coal too, 
Bowles replied affirmatively and 
added: 

“The main point to keep in 
mind is that we can’t make ex- 
ceptions for anybody.” 

John L. Lewis’s United Mine 
Workers are preparing to negoti- 
ate with soft coal mine operators 
for a new wage contract. 

A reporter asked Bowles why 
the coal operators couldn’t be ex- 
pected to want a price commit- 
ment in advance, as the gteel in- 
dustry did. 

“The coal people know where 
they stand on prices,” Bowles said. 
“Their figures are much more pre- 
cise than the steel industry’s.” 

Few Increases Expected, 

He said he believed “we are all 
going to be surprised at the limited 
number of price increases” which 
will result from the new wage- 
price formula. He qualified this 
by saying it would depend on 
whether Congress renews stabili- 
zation controls.

made before the parish church, 
where a few older residents of the 
village who knew the cardinal and 
his family, and many newer and 
younger villagers, waited rever- 
ently. 

A battalion of Irish infantry- 
men met the hearse at the out- 
skirts of Mullingar and escorted 
the procession to the Cathedral. 
Bisohp John  D’Alton of the 
diocese of Meath met the proces- 
sion at the Cathedral door, and 
the simple stained oak casket was 
borne into the sanctuary and 
placed on the 'catfalque, as dark- 
ness began to fall, Then began a 
slow, moving line of townspeople, 
most of whom had crowded about 
the St. Louis prelate on the oc- 
casion of his homecoming visit a 
month before. 

Requiem mass will be sung by 
iBshop D’Alton in the Cathedral 
Wednesday morning, in the pres- 
ence of three of the new cardi- 
nals, whose elevation took place in 
the Rome consistory of Feb.:18-21, 
with that of Cardinal Glennon. 
These are Bernard Cardinal Grif- 
fin of Westminster (London), 
James Cardinal McGuigan of To- 
ronto and John Cardinal Gilroy of 
Sydney, Australia. All are coming 
from London in a special plane 
provided by the Irish Govern- 
ment, 

After Wednesday’s ceremonies, 
the body will be borne to Rineanna 
Airport, Shannon. There a special 
plane will await the casket and 
the escorting party. The Right 
Rev. Msgr. John P.-Cody, Chan- 
cellor of the St. Louis Arch- 
diocese; Commodore Alphonse 
McMahon, the Cardinal’s personal 
physician, and the Rev. Philip 
O’Connor, assistant at St. Mark’s 
Church, St. Louis, the Cardinal’s 
nephew, will accompany the body 
to St. Louis, leaving Shannon 
Wednesday and arriving in St.

VIENNA, March 11 (UP)—Rus- 
sia was disclosed today to have 
demanded of Austria 67,000 acres 
of land to help supply fresh vege- 
tables, milk and meat for the So- 
viet occupation forces. 

Austria made a counter-proposa! 
which would reduce by one-third 
the acreage demanded by Russia.

Happy, One of Zoo’s Pandas, Dies; 
Mate Is One of Three Left in U. S. 


(Picture on Page 3A.) 


Happy, the panda acquired by 
the Zoo in 1939, died in the zoolog- 
ical hospital yesterday afternoon, 
Park Commissioner Palmer B. 
Baumes announced today. He 
was insured for $3000. 

The animal's death, attributed 
to dilation of the muscles of the 
heart and hardening of the ar- 
teries, reduced the panda popula- 
tion in the St. Louis Zoo to one 
and that in the United States to 
three; one is in Chicago and an- 
other in New York. 

The first indication that Happy 
was ill came several months ago, 
Baumes said, when he was seen 
to be moping in his enclosure in 
the small mammal pits. He later 
devaloped a skin irritation, began 
losing his fur and was moved to 
the Zoo hospital in the old World’s 
Fair Portland Cement Building. 
Baumes said that while he did 
not know the life expectancy of 


pandas, he believed Happy had 


lived longer in captivity than any 
other of his breed brought to the 
United States. Three of the four 
pandas brought to the New York 
Zoo died in a short time and the 
same number succumbed in Chi- 
cago, he said. 

Happy, a male, was three and 
one-half yearg old, when he came 
to St. Louis. His mate, Pao-Pei, 
a female acquired the same year 
from Mr. and Mrs. William Schultz 
of Ferguson, was seven months 
old. Pao-Pei, whose name signi- 
fies “precious jewel” in Chinese, 
is still on exhibition. 

Baumes asid the Zoo would try 
to acquire another panda. Chinese 
Government regulations, he said, 
permit the export of two of the 
animals to this country every year. 
Happy’s skeleton will be presented 
to the St. Louis Academy of 
Science.

Glennon will be buried is in the 
southeast corner of the Cathedral, 
which he built,

CPA WARNS AGAINST 
FRILLS, EXTRAS ON 
WOMEN’S CLOTHING 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (UP) 
—Clothing manufacturers were 
warned today that frills and ex- 
tras — such as double-breasted 
suits, hoods and capes, fluffy ruf- 
fles, large pleats, and more than 
two pockets per garment—must 
be omitted from women’s clothes 
this season. 

The Civilian Production Admin-| 
istration is checking retailers and 
manufacturers to determine if its 
bar on these cloth-consumng ex- 
tras is being violated, The survey 
covers New York, Washington, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Boston, Cleveland, Los Angeles 
and other large cities. Retailers 
will be forced to stop sales of 
such women’s apparel and return 
it to manufacturers, 

The wartime bar on the frills 
and extras has not been lifted, 
and the CPA has been receiving 
reports of violations. The CPA 
enforcement branch recently elim- 
inated the large Dolman sleeve 
from women’s styles, but the bar 
on frills now reportedly is being 
violated in other ways. 

If warnings do not suffice, the 
CPA may deny fabrics and priori- 


ties to manufacturers, or even 
prosecute with the possibility of 
invoking fines and imprisonment.

SALT LAKE CITY, March 11 
(UP)—Robert 8S. Moore, jailed in 
Salt Lake City for investigation, 
today reluctantly produced a pic- 
ture of himself giving a Lions’

man, but denied doing anything 
that might embarrass his fellow 
Missourian, 

Salt Lake City police ‘were 
awaiting official word from Kan- 
sas City, where a fraudulent check 
charge has been filed against 
Moore, before doing anything fur- 
ther. 

He was arrested last night by 
a detective after a man from whom 
Moore bought an $1800 car—with 
a check—remembered seeing 
Moore's picture in a national mag- 
azine, 

The magazine story was accom- 
panied by a picture of Moore giv- 
ing the desk set to the President. 
In his pocket when arrested Moore 
had a copy of the same picture, 
encased in a transparent envelope. 

Moore admitted he’d been in 
Kansas City as late as last July 
28 and that he knew the Presi- 
dent, but denied reports he had 
been expelled from the Heart of 
America Lions Club for promising 
to bring Truman to an expensive 
luncheon but failing to show up 
himself or with the President. 

Only last Friday, Moore told the 
Salt Lake County Lions Club in a 
speech, that “no one is any closer 
to President Truman than I.”

OPA’ Says New Order 
Means Increase for 
Some Retail Firms, De- 
crease for Others. 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
— Government and industry of- 
ficials expressed confidence today 
that price increases authorized for 
clothing would wash out the 


hoarding they say has been going 
on. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion’s latest price adjustments ap- 
ply to men’s and boys’ suits and 
coats and to a few other scarce 
apparel items, such as jackets and 
trousers. 

The new order permits manu- 
facturers to base their prices gen- 
erally on current, rather than 
March 1942, costs, It requires 
them, however, to use markups of 
three years ago instead of the 
higher markups of last August 
which have been in effect. 

OPA said last night that this 
would mean higher retail prices 
for garments made by some firms. 
Others, OPA added, will have to 
cut prices, particularly if they 
have turned to more expensive 
merchandise since 1943. 

CPA Also Drafts New Order. 

Just in case higher prices don’t 
turn the trick, however, the Civil- 
ian Production Administration is 
about ready with a new order 
which it expects will close any re- 
maining loopholes. The new orger 
is designed to send to stores 
whatever scarce garments the 
price adjustments fail to budge. 

Scheduled for announcement in 
a few days, the order will fix 
specific quantity limits on stocks 
of clothing that manufacturers 
may keep on hand. At present 
they are permitted “practicable 
minimum inventories.” The OPA 
has decided this is too loose a re- 
striction. 

Louis Rothschild, executive di- 
regtor of the National Association 
of Retail Clothiers, predicted the 
new OPA regulation would put on 
the market at least 700,000 suits 
which he said manufacturers have 
been holding for better prices. 

“This should break the dam,” 
he said. 

The OPA move was criticized 
also. Leo Goodman, secretary of 
the CIO Cost of Living Commit- 
tee, said the only effect “will be 
a 20 per cent increase in the cost 
of men’s suits, thus further lin- 
ing the industry’s pockets with 
gold while keeping returning vet- 
erans from securing much-needed 
clothing.” 

What this boils down to is that 
prices are going up in some stores 
and down in others, depending on 
the source of supply. 


Nationalists in City Rein- 
forced—Race On for 


Harbin — Russians 
Show Signs of Leaving. 


CHUNGKING, March 11 (UP)— 
Chinese Communist armies, strik- 
ing swiftly in the wake of an un- 
expected Russian withdrawal, 
were reported on the march 
across a vast area of Manchuria 
today in a bid to seize Mukden, 
Harbin and the key cities of Jehol 
province. 

It appeared the Chinese Nation- 
alists may already have won the 
race to control Mukden, however, 
with the arrival of the Fourteenth 
Division of Chiang Kai-shek’'s 
Twenty-second Army last night. 
Other Nationalist forces were on 
the way. Mukden was reported 
quiet today after street fighting. 

The Communists were reported 
fanning out across the country- 
side 20 miles east of Mukden, 
where they were said to have oc- 
cupied Fushun and the big coal 
mines nearby, ., 

Reds May Be Quitting Harbin. 

The first indication that the 
Russians were quitting Harbin, as 
they already had done at Muk- 
den, came in a Central News 
Agency dispatch from that north- 
ern Manchurian city. 

The dispatch said the Red Army 
clamped a curfew on Harbin Sat- 
urday night and began a city- 
wide search for hidden weapons. 
Simultaneously, it said, a force of 


10,000 well equipped Chinese Com-} 


munist troops moved in and took 
up positions 15 miles away “pre- 
paratory to entering the city.” 

The report said additional com- 
munist reinforcements were being 
ferried across the Gulf of Chihli 
from Shantung province to enter 
the race with the Nationalist 
armies for possession of the key 
cities being evacuated by the So- 
viets. Three thousand Commu- 
nists were reported attacking 
Chienchang in southern Jehol, 
after capturing the city’s outer 
works. Other Communist forces 
were said to be moving eastward 
from the Great Wall towns of 
Kupehkow and Pingchuan. 

Another 40,000 Communists, the 
agency said, were concentrating 
around the northern Jehol city of 

Chihfeng and were believed ready 
to strike eastward. 

' Gen. George C. Marshall, special 
United States envoy to China, left 
this evening for Tokyo, where he 
will confer with Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur on the Manchurian sit- 
uation. 

Marshall was expected to dis- 
cuss with MacArthur the possi-

029 in size 34, alone, 

The government owns this hab- 
erdashery. The Navy does not 
want it any longer, and why it is 
not helping to cover American 
men is a mystery that Senator 
James M. Mead (Dem.), New 
York, is tr¥ing to solve. 

Here is what is shown as avail- 
able in the Navy surplus prop- 
erty file: 

Blue chambray shirts, cost 85 
cents each, 6,926,903 declared sur- 
plus; 5560 sold to civilians, 6,921,- 
343 still in federal warehouses, 

Surplus shirts of'cotton, 4,359,- 
025; 281,000 gray cotton hats, 313,- 
000 gray cotton pants, 116,000 cot- 
ton jumpers, 1,894,212 pairs of 
work gloves, 1,852,000 twill jack- 
ets, 3,280,375 twill trousers and 
167,600 pairs of cotton socks, 218,- 
470 rubber arctics, 352,000 black 


rain coats, 1,246,010 sou'westers, 
2,041,615 white cotton trousers, 
5314 aviators’ trousers. 

Then came an item, buried 
among hundreds of other items— 
shorts. Mountains of shorts, 
enough to provide every man in 
New York City, for instance, with 
two pairs. Good quality, too. 

In the Navy storerooms, accord- 
ing to the Navy’s count, there was 
one batch of 4,520,740 pairs in all 
sizes from 30 to 42. Another con- 
signment of Navy shorts in sizes 
unspecified totaled 1,175,387 pairs. 

I got in touch with Senator 
Mead, who has been badgering 
the War Assets Corp., to sell a 
couple of billion dollars worth of 
surplus materials to the people 
who need them, He said he was 
“amazed” at the figures and that 
“the Senate War Investigating 
Committee had better take steps 
to see that the nation’s males get 
these shirts, shorts and other 
items of clothing still in short- 
age.”

Pravda 
printed on its back page, cus 
tomarily devoted to foreign news, 
the entire text of Churchill's 
speech, It also carried President 
Truman's press conference state- 
ment that he did not read the 
speecl) beforehand, 

Pravda Editorial in Full. 
The text of the editorial followst 
“Former English Prime Minister 

Winston Churchill, who is in the 
United States, made a big speech 
on March 5 in Fulton. 

“An unusual newspaper fanfare 
preceded Churchill's speech, Be- 
fore time American newspapers 
announced a forthcoming ‘sensa- 
tional’ speech. The press did not 
spare color in painting an allur 
ing advertisement. Churchill him- 
self did not spare color. He mo 
bilized his whole arsenal of ora- 
torical art. But all the same, 
Churchill was not successful, The 
majority of American, as well as 
English papers, frankly acknow- 
ledge the speech was not a suc- 
cess and that the orator spilled 
over the brim. 

“When one reads the speech of 
the former Prime Minister, one 
must unwillingly recall the 
Churchill of the period after 
World War I. Even then, Church- 
ill did not keep in step with his- 
tory. Even then, he slackened 
his pace in the course of histor- 
ically developing events. He was 
the initiator of an anti-Soviet 
campaign and the principal or- 
ganizer of armed intervention 
against the Soviet Union. 

“Churchill Learned Nothing.” 

“The English people paid dearly 
for this adventure of English re- 
actionaries who tried by armed 
force to enforce their will on the 
young Soviet republic. This ad- 
venture, as is known, fell with a 
crash despite all the efforts of the 
Churchills and Chamberlains. 

“Many years have gone by, 
and a lot of water over the dam, 
but Churchill remained true to 
type. He, as one can see, for~- 
got nothing and learned nothing. 
He is in the grip of his p 
ous conceptions. He again is 
galloping on his old horse, mak- 
ing a speech against the Soviet 
Union, speaking sharply and ag- 
gressively shaking the scarecrow 
of ‘Bolshevik danger’ and ‘Bol- 
shevik expansion’ extricated 
from the archives while the war 
was on, while there was a threat 
of mortal danger to England 
and Europe. Churchill in his 
speech more than once pointed 
to the outstanding role of the 
U.S.S.R. 

“He then pretended to be a 
friend of the Soviet people and 
made an oath of faithfulness of 
Soviet-English friendship, and 
on the entire Anglo-Soviet-Amer- 
ican coalition. But the danger 
is over. The danger that hung 
over Europe and England from 
the side of Hitlerite German 
has passed into eternity an 
Churchill has become himself 
again. He can now give free 
dom to his real feelings which 
he kept in secret all these years

Moscow Radio Decries 
‘Irresponsible Talk,’ 
Says American - Rus- 
sian Friendship Is Es- 


sential to Peace. 


LONDON, March 11 (AP) — 
United States protests to Russia 
against the continued presence of 
Red Army troops in Manchuria 
and the removal of industrial ma- 
chinery from that section of China 
were bolstered today by a similar 
British complaint. 

A British Foreign Office spokes 
man disclosed that a note had 
been sent to Moscow, following by 
scveral days the American protest. 
He said the British Government 
maintained that all factory instal- 
lations in Manchuria should have 
been left in the custody of the 
Chinese until an Allied decision 
was made for their disposal. 

The spokesman also said that 
the British charge d'affaires in 
Moscow had been instructed to 
“press fo. an early reply” to a 
note demanding an explanation of 
Russia's failure to evacuate Iran. 

The Moscow radio, meanwhile, 
decried what it described as “irre- 
sponsible talk” in the United 
States, and said it appeared that 
certain people there were attempt- 
ing “to plant the seeds of a new 
world war; to poison the public 
mind against the Soviet Union.” 

-The broadcast declared Soviet- 
American friendship was essential 

world peace and asked why the 
United States should “defend Brit- 
ich colonial policy.” 

“Why should any American fee] 
that while B/fitish actions in the 
colonies and elsewhere are sévere- 
ly criticized, America should turn 
away from the United Nations 
and start getting ready for an- 
other world war?” the Moscow 
commentator asked. 

“Clear-thinking people in the 
United States turn away 
from this third world war propa- 
ganda.” 

With the United Nations organi- 
gation functioning, the broadcast 
added “every effort should be bent 
in all peace-loving countries to aid 
in its work, but there are people 
of various nationalities who would 
turn away from the United Na- 
tions, who would advocate for 
America an armaments race, a 
philosophy of force, rather than 
one of friendship with other great 
powers that bore the brunt of 
war. 

“Those who want to prevent co- 
lonial peoples from gaining free 
dom and independence are not 
very happy about proceedings at 
the Security Council, It is the 
dissatisfaction with the light 
thrown on outmoded British co- 
Ionial policies that explains the 
recent thinly veiled hostility to 
the United Nations.” 

Red Fleet, official organ of the 
Russian Navy, attributed the pres- 
ence of Russian troops in an- 
churia to a request by the Chi- 
bese. 

“Some circles” in the United 
States and China are “trying to 
distort the real situation in con- 
nection with the presence of So- 
viet forces in Manchuria,” it 
added, 

China asked the Russians in 
December to vemain until Feb. 1, 
instead of Jan. 1, as originally 
planned. China sald it had re- 
ceived no reply to a query late in 
January as to whether Russia 
would withdraw its troops Feb, 1, 

Red Fleet said the situation was 
clarified in a Chineso-Russian 
agreement, but “despite the fact 
that the real situation is well 
known to Chinese authorities, 
they do not try to abolish the 
provocatory campaign unleashed 
by reactionary newspapers.” 

A Tass dispatch printed in Mos- 
cow quoted Marshal Rodion Mali- 
novsky, Soviet commander in 
Manchuria, as saying there were 
grounds for believing that the 
murder of a Chinese engineer and 
three companions near Mukden on 
Jan. 16 “was a premeditated pro- 
vocatory act committed by one of 
the bands operating in Manchuria 
with the idea of worsening Soviet- 
Chinese relations.” 


BRITISH REMOVE FIRST 1000 
INDIAN TROOPS FROM BATAVIA 


BATAVIA, March 11 (AP)— 
Approximately 1000 British Indian 
troops boarded ships today as the 
British began to carry out their 
announced policy of gradually 
withdrawing their forces from the 
Netherlands East Indies. 

-The embarkation followed the 
arrival here Saturday of 2400 
Dutch troops from Malaya to re- 
place the British forces.

regarding the Soviet people. 
Churchill is sufficiently experi- 
enced to know how to cover 
these inclinations and plans 
with blatant phrases about de- 
mocracy, peace and the frater- 
nity of peoples, 

“But ygu need only to read ‘his 
speech and no doubt remains 
about how false and hypocritical 
these phrases were on Churchill's 
ps when he thrust out words 
out the ‘expansionist tendencies’ 
of the Soviet Union, on the ‘iron 
screen which has fallen across the 
Continent,’ on the ‘shadow from 
the east which has fallen across 
the fields’ just recently enlight- 
ened by the victory of the Allies— 
poisoned with the poison and 
hatred toward real democracy. 


“Produces Ancient Calumny.” 


“What does Churchill speak 
about now? He produces the an- 
cient calumny against the Soviet 
Union, trying in the old way as he 
did 20 years ago to frighten the 
entire world, with the horrors of 
Soviet ‘expansion’ which carries a 
menace to the ‘real democracy of 
the west.’ 

“He speaks with unconcealed 
wrath about Warsaw, Prague, Bel- 
grade, Bucharest, Budapest and 
Sofia, which to Churchill’s horror, 
are in the ‘Soviet sphere’ and ‘all 
subordinate in one or another form 
not only to Soviet influence but in 
considerable degree to increasing 
control of Moscow.’ He calls them 
all police states except Czecho- 
slovakia, to which he makes a not 
very courteous bow as though no 
‘real democracy’ exists. He jumps 
on the Polish Government, accus- 
ing it of making unjust infringe- 
ments upon Germany, He rants 
and shouts at ‘all these Eastern 
states of Europe’ and against to- 
talitarian control as if this has 
been established there. 

“*This isn’t the free Europe cre- 
ation for which we fought. This 
isn’t the Europe which contains 
the foundation for firm peace,’ ex- 
claims Churchill, and warns that 
‘at the present moment, war may 
reach any country, no matter 
where it be between dusk and 
dawn.’ Churchill finds bliss in 
Athens only. 


“In his understanding, the 
prototype of ‘liberated Europe’ 
is Greece, where the fascist- 
monarchist reactionaries are 
committing their deeds under 
the protection of English troops, 
where Greek bands—these last 
children of Hitler—are mobbing 
Greek patriots and are unpun- 
ished, But just as one swallow 
does not make a spring, one 
‘democratic Greece’ is unable to 
divert Churchill’s wrath from 
the whoie of eastern Europe. 


“As after the first world war, 
now after the second world war, 
Churchill imagines himseif the 
rescuer of Europe from Commu- 
nism, as if it threatens to flood 
Europe if not the whole world. 


‘And Churchill is ready to take 
upon himself the role of rescuer. 


He stated in his speech at Fulton, 
‘I am banishing the thought that 
a new war is hanging above us. 
I am speaking about this now be- 
cause I am sure our happiness is 
in our own hands and that we 
are able to rescue the future.’ 

“Churchill here is faithful to 
himself—he does not say what 
he thinks. In reality he tries to 
give the impression of an im- 
pending new war. Moreover, he 
urged a new war and a war 
against the Soviet Union when 
he makes a slander about the 
Sovict Union, saying that ‘Soviet 
Russia wants the fruits of war 
and unrestricted expansion of 
its force and its doctrines.’ 


Special Relations, Bases. 


“Such is the ‘general strategical 
conception’ which Churchill has 
proclaimed and proceeding from 
which he drew his new plan for 
rescuing humanity from ‘Soviet 
expansion.’ This plan Churchill 
himself called the climax of the 
substance of his speech and 
which appeared to be nothing else 
than a plan for creating gn Anglo- 
American military alliance which 
requires, according to Churchill, 
special relations between England 
and the U.S.A. 

“About these relations Churchill 
literally said the following, ‘The 
British association (common- 
wealth) demands not only an in- 
creasing friendship between our 
two vast related systems of s0- 
ciety through and by maintaining 
close relations between our mili- 
tary advisers, the carrying on of 
a joint study of possible dangers 
and of similarity of weapons and 
training aids but also an exchange 
of officers and cadets at colleges. 
This must be accomplished by 
maintenance of present conditions 
created in the interest of mutual 
security by means of the joint use 
of all naval and air bases belong- 
ing to both countries in all parts 
of the world.’ 

“So Churchill advanced a pro- 
posal for the creation of an 
Anglo-American military  ailli- 
ance. He thereby frankly states 
that this military alliance must 
be directed against the U.S.S.B., 
against that power which bore 
on its shoulders the main burden 
of the struggle and played a de- 
cisive role in the defeat of Hit- 
lerite Germany. But a military 
alliance of two participants of 
a coalition against a third sig- 
nifies the liquidation of the 
coalition of the three great 
powers formed durin the 
course of the second world war. 

“So with one stroke Churchill 
cancels all that he preached as 
immutable truth during the war. 

“‘Our old doctrine of balance of 
power,’ continued Churchill, ‘is in- 
solvent. We cannot depend on an 
insignificant preponderance of 
forces.’ And he calls for the unit- 
ing of ‘western democracies’ un- 
der the hegemony of an Anglo 


American military. 


“According to Churchill the 
idea front of ‘western democra- 
cles’ under Anglo-American rule 
must be set against the ‘eastern 
Communist. He openly pro- 
claims power politics which must 
be realized by an Anglo-Ameri- 
can military alliance. To whom 
is it not clear that all of this, 
as a matter of fact, means noth- 
ing else than the liquidation of 
the United States Organiza- 
tion? 

“So with another stroke he |

cause of world peace.” 

The group also urged support 
of the United Nations until it 
can perform “the functions of 
a world government.” None of 
the signers is a member of the 
Government, A time for debate 
on the motion has not been 


set. a 


which he in hts capacity of an 
ardent defender championed. 

“What is this if not a com- 
plete disavowal by Churchill of 
the aims often proclaimed in the 
declaration of the three powers 
—by all possible means after 
the defeat of Hitler to democ 
ratize liberated European 
states? 

“What does the proposal of 
Churchill come to? The forma- 
tion of an Anglo-American mill- 
tary alliance which would se 
ctre Anglo - American = rule 
throughout the world, the 
liquidation of the three-power 
coalition and behind the back 
of the U.N.O. make power poli- 
tics the leading factor in the 
developing of the world. 

“For completeness all that is 
lacking is a formula for a ‘cor- 
don sanitaire’ against the 
U.S.S.R, 

“That is what the wildly waving 
Churchill says, But is there suf- 
ficient strength? Churchill's plans 
are aimed far but they evidently 
are not in accord with the real 
possibilities and circumstances. 


“Grabs for U. 8S. Coat Tail.” 

“He himself thinks that he has 
not got the means of accomplish- 
ing the plans created by his 
stormy fantasy. And Churchill 
convulsively grabs for the coat 
tail of Uncle Sam in the hope 
that an Anglo-American military 
alliance would enable the British 
empire, although in the role of a 
junior partner, to continue the 
politics of imperial expansion. 

“The speech of Churchill met a 
reserved reception in the U.S.A, 
and in England. The American 
New York Herald Tribune, com- 
menting on his plans, wrote, 
‘Those who cry about moral cross 
crusades against the Soviet Union 
must now think of what such cru- 
sades must lead to in practice.’ 
The Chicago Sun wrote that the 
aim of Churchill ‘is false, contains 
within itself unnumbered dangers.’ 
A member of the House, Patter- 
son (Representative Ellis E. Pat- 
terson, Democrat, Calif.), stated 
‘Britain during a thousand years 
waged policies of unceasing mili- 
tarism. We do not want unhin- 
dered militarism at. the side of 
any state.’ 

“And in England different social 
groups critically evaluted Church- 
ill’s speech. 

(The editorial then quoted the 
London Times and Joseph Reeves, 
a Laborite member of Parliament.) 
“It is very characteristic that 
Churchill spoke not in England 
but In the U.S.A. Obviously Church- 
ill remembers that his first post- 
war experience in speculating on 
the ‘Red danger’ during the par- 
Hamentary elections brought him 
a severe defeat. Failing political- 
ly in England, Churchill decided 
to try for happiness in the U.8S.A., 
evidently hoping for the support 
of certain American circles. But 
the reaction of American public 
opinion brought him new disap- 
pointments. 

“Old Tune, New Harmony.” 
“The plans of Churchill—an old 
tune with new harmony. This 
new conception is doomed to hope- 
less failure as was its old con- 
ception over which history laughed 
mockingly. Churchill is stubborn- 
ly inclined to go backward, but 
life goes forward. Churchill ob- 
viously over-estimated the forces 
of reaction and under-estimated 
the influence of the democratic 
forces. Churchill forgets that 
freedom-loving people obtained 
during the years of war an enor- 
mous political experience and abil- 
ity to distinguish between the 
genuine supporters of peace and 
imperialists who under the ban- 
ner of ‘defense of peace’ build 
plans for unleashing new imperial- 
istic wars. 

“And no false speeches about 
democracy and freedom by con- 
vinced reactionaries such as 
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Churchill and his American 
friends from the Vandenberg 
camp will succeed in drawing 
people onto the road to new 
wars being prepared for them.” 


ATTLEE DIDN’T KNOW 
CONTENTS OF SPEECH 


LONDON, March 11 (AP) 
Prime Minister Attlee told the 
House of Commons today that 
Winston Churchill in his Fulton 
(Mo.) speech March 5 had “stated 
very clearly he spoke for himself 
only.” Attlee said the Govern- 
ment wag not called upon to “ex- 
press any opinion.” 

Asked by Laborite Tom Driberg 
if he would instruct the British 
information service in the United 
States to make it clear Churchill's 
speech did not represent British 
policy, Attlee replied: 

“The British information serv- 
ices in the United States are well 
aware that the policy of the Gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom is 
only to be found in the statements 
of His Majesty’s ministers.” 

He added that “the government 
had no previous knowledge of the 
contents of the speech,” and de- 
clined in answer to questions to 
express an opinion on it on the 
ground that it was delivered in 
another country by a private in- 
dividual. 

He did not answer Driberg’s re- 
tort that “surely the leader of the 
opposition (Churchill) has some- 
thing more than the status of a 
private citizen.” 


Veterans Say Churchill’s Plan 
Would Lead tc Catastrophe. 

TOKYO, March 11 (AP)—The 
American Veterans Committee an- 
nounced yesterday it had sent to 
President Truman and other 
American officials a statement 
strongly opposing “individual mili- 
tary alliances with other nations 
to contravene our world obliga- 
tions.” 

The statement resulted from 
former Prime Minister Churchill's 
Fulton (Mo,) speech advocating 
an American-British alliance. 

“What Mr. Churchill is propos- 
ing is a world split into two giant 
camps; each camp waging a 
deadly armament race that could 
end only in utter catastrophe,” the 
statement said. “In the attitude 
that he displays toward the o 
posing camp it ‘s not difficult to 
imagine how long those two fac- 
tions would remain at peace,” 

FROM MOSCOW, URGES UNITY 

TEHRAN, March 11 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Ahmed Qavam Es Saltaneh 
returned to his desk in Tehran 
today following a 16-day official 
visit in Moscow, where he nego- 
tiated with the Russians. He ar- 
rived here yesterday aboard a 
Soviet plane. 

(A United Press dispatch said 
Ahmed Qavam on his return ap- 
pealed for national unity in sup- 
port of the government’s efforts 
to deal with Iran’s foreign and 
domestic problems.) 


Ahmed Qavam pledged Russia 
“all my efforts to strengthen 
friendly mutual relations between 
our countries,” the Moscow radio, 
heard in. London, said. It report- 
ed he sent Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar Molotov a message express- 
ing “gratitude for the cordial re- 
ception accorded to me personally 
and to all members of the Iranian 
delegation.” 


BRITISH SAID TO DISLIKE 
TWA CONTRACT WITH ITALY 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (UP) 
—British officials, it was learned 
today, have told the State Depart- 
ment “informally” that they dis- 
like a contract signed by an 
American air carrier and the Ital- 
jan Government for a joint airline 
operation in Italy. 

The tlalian contract was nego- 
tlated by Transcontinental and 
Western Alr, Inc., which has been 
authorized to serve Rome via Ire- 
land, France, Portugal] and Spain. 


VANKS IN REICH 
WARNED 10 STOP 
URITICIZING REDS 


Officer at Wuerzburg 
Won't Tolerate Asper- 
sions Against Russia in 
Front of Germans. 


WUERZBURG, Germany, March 
11 (AP) — American troops in 
Wuerzberg were warned by their 
commanding officer today to re- 
frain from criticizing the Soviet 
Union to the German people. 

Lt. Col. Frank Ebey of Venice, 
Calif., issued this order to his com- 
mand, the 203rd Anti-aircraft Bat- 
talion: 

“It has been brought to my at- 
tention that the morale of the ci- 
vilian population of Wuerzberg 
has been raised as the result of a 
speech in the United States by a 
British politician, relative to our 
ally, the Russian people. 

“IT have heard certain military 
personnel express agreement with 
these policies in the presence of 
German frauleins. 

“This practice must stop imme- 
diately, 

“The Soviet government is an 
ally of the United States of Amer- 
ica &nd you are individually and 
collectively representatives of our 
government I will not tolerate any 
disparaging remarks against our 
allies to the German people. This 
does not violate your right of free 
speech among yourselves. 

“I do not hate the German peo- 
ple. My policy in regard to danc- 
ing and social gatherings should 
indicate that fact to you, but I 
can’t forget that the sun will al- 
ways set upon the grave of some 
American soldier. From Pearl 
Harbor and Bataan to the Elbe, 
your buddies are lying dead be- 
cause of the Nazi party and the 
evil machinations of Hitler and his 
gang. Don’t let your fraulein’s 
opinion influence you. She has 
been raised in an atmosphere of 
hatred and intolerance of all na- 
tions on earth except the master 


P-|race we have just whipped. 


‘Millions of Russian soldiers 
and civilians died to save our 
skins, Just remember that. If 
propaganda causes you to hate 
the Russians, stop and thnk—they 
died for you, too, If you want to 
fight again, encouraging these 
frauleins to think we hate Russia 
is a good way to get things going. 

“Those were the good old days, 
yes? Standing in halftracks all 
day in the bitter cold, dirty, hun- 
gry and tired; firing off the line 
of departure; making river cross- 
ing and sweating out barrages.

SX BALL BEARING 
FIRMS. INDICTED 
AS PRICE. FIXERS 


3 Individuals Named by 
U.S. Grand Jury at 
Cleveland in Anti- 
Trust Case, 


CLEVELAND, March 11 (AP) 
—Indictments charging six ball 
bearing companies and three indi- 
viduals with criminal price-fixing 
in violation of anti-trust laws were 
returned here today by a special 
federal grand jury. 

The indictments climaxed an 18- 
month investigation by the Depart- 
ment of Justice into interlocking 
friction bal] bearing concerns in 
the United States, Sweden, Ger- 
many, France, England and Latin 
America, 

Names of Defendants, 
Corporations indicted were: Gen- 
eral Motors Corp., Detroit SKF In- 
dustries, Inc., Philadelphia; Mar- 


lin-Rockwell Corp., Jamestown, 
N.Y.; Fafnir Bearing Co. New 
Britain, Conn.; Federal Bearings 
Co. Inc., Poughkeepsie, N.Y., and 
Norma-Hoffman Bearings Corp., 
Stamford, Conn. 

Individuals indicted—all con- 
nected with the companies named 
—were: Fred G. Hughes, general 
manager, New Department divis- 
ion, General Motors Corp., Bristol, 
Conn.; Howard Johnston, sales 
manager, Marlin-Rockwell -Corp., 
Jamestown, N.Y., and Charles F. 
Stanley, vice president and sales 
manager, Fafnir Bearing Co., 
New Britain, Conn, 

Maximum penalties are $5000 on 
each count for corporations and 
for individuals, $5000 fine or one 
year’s imprisonment, or both. 

Attorney General Tom C. Clark, 
in a statement issued in connéc- 
tion with the indictments, said 
the corporations named were the 
six largest makers of ball bear- 
ings in the United States, 


Secret Meetings. 


“The defendants since 1934 have 
held secret meetings at the Yale 
Club and the Biltmore Hotel in 
New York and in private resi- 
dences and hotels in Chicago, New 
Britain and other places, - where 
representatives of the corporate 
defendants met, discussed and 
agreed upon ball bearing prices,” 
he asserted. 

“The indictment follows a year’s 
investigation of various alleged 
restraints of trade in the anti- 
friction bearing industry. This is 
in line with the policy of the De- 
partment of Justice where there 
is deliberate fixing of prices in 
violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust act, 

“The corporate defendants, 
known as the ‘Big Six,’ produced 
95 per cent of all ball bearings 
manufactured in the United 
States, with total annual sales 
value of about $200,000,000.”

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
—Government officials said today 
the United States had declined to 
join France in presenting the Al- 
lied case against Generalissimo 


Francisco Franco’s government in 
Spain to the United Nations Se- 
curity Council. 

These officials, who asked not 
to be identified, said this coun- 
try’s views on the matter were 
delivered to the French Govern- 
ment Saturday. Essentially they 
are: 

1. That the United States 
acknowledges the right of 
France or any other member 
of the United Nations to lay a 
matter before the Security 
Council st any time. 

2. However, this Government 
believes. that the Franco gov- 
ernment—whatever else it may 
be—is not a threat to interna- 
tional peace; hence, the United 
States will not join in bringing 
the Spanish situation before the 
council, 

(A French Foreign. Office 
spokesman today disclosed reecipt 
of a negative reply from the Unit- 
ed States to the French proposal 
to submit the Spanish situation 
to the council, a United Press 
dispatch from Paris said.) 

Britain also has declined to join 
with France in the action, but 
American officials said the United 
States position on the matter was 
somewhat different from that of 
the British, 

Russia has accepted the French 
proposal, French officials have 
indicated they will bring the case 
against Franco before the council 
regardless of the United States or 
British. views. 


SPAAK FORMS SOCIALIST

Moscow Radio Decries 
‘Irresponsible Talk,’ 
Says American - Rus- 
sian Friendship Is Es- 
sential to Peace. 


LONDON, March 11 (AP) — 

United States protests to Russia 
against the continued presence of 
Red Army troops in Manchuria 
and the removal of industrial ma- 
chinery from that section of China 
were bolstered today by a similar 
British complaint. 
' A British Foreign Office spokes- 
man disclosed that a note had 
been sent to Moscow, following by 
several days the American protest. 
He said the British Government 
maintained that all factory instal- 
lations in Manchuria should have 
been left in the custody of the 
Chinese until an Allied decision 
was made for their disposal. 

The spokesman also said that 
the British charge d'affaires in 
Moscow had been instructed to 
“press for an early reply” to a 
note demanding an explanation of 
Russia’s failure to evacuate Iran. 

The Moscow radio, meanwhile, 
decried what it described as “irre- 
sponsible talk” in the United 
States, and said-it appeared that 
certain people there were attempt- 
ing “to plant the seeds of a new 
world war; to poison the public 
mind against the Soviet Union.” 

.The broadcast declared Soviet- 
American friendship was essential 

world peace and asked why the 
United States should “defend Brit- 
ish colonial policy.” 

“Why should any Americen feel 
that while British actions in the 
colonies and elsewhere are severe- 
ly criticized, America should turn 
away from the United Nations 
and start getting ready for an- 
other world war?” the Moscow 
commentator asked. 

“Clear-thinking people in the 
United States »... . turn away 
from this third world war propa- 
ganda.” 

With the United Nations organi- 
zation functioning, the broadcast 
added “every effort should be bent 
in all peace-loving countries to aid 
in its work, but there are people 
of various nationalities who would 
turn away from the United Na- 
tions, who would advocate for 
America an armaments race, a 
Philosophy of force, rather than 
one of friendship with other great 
powers that bore the btrunt of 
war. 

“Those who want to prevent co- 
lonial peoples from gaining free- 
Gom and independence arse not 
Nery happy about proceedings at 
the Security Council. It is the 
Giesatisfaction with the light 
4hrown on outmoded British co- 
Tonial policies that explains the 
‘recent thinly veiled hostility to 
the United Nations.” 

Red Fieet, official organ of the 
Russian Navy, attributed the pres- 
ence of Russian troops in Man- 
churia to a request by the Chi- 
nese. | 

“Some circles” in the United 
States and China are “trying to 
distort the real situation in con- 
nection with the presence of So- 
viet forces in Manchuria,” it 
added, 

China asked the Russians in 
December to remain until Feb. 1, 
instead of Jan. 1, as originally 
planned. China said it had re 
ceived no reply to a query late in 
January as to whether Russia 
would withdraw its troops Feb. 1. 

Red Fleet said the situation was 
clarified in a Chinese-Russian 
agreement, but “despite the fact 
that the real situation is well 
known to Chinese authorities, 
they do not try to abolish the 
provocatory campaign unleashed 
by reactionary newspapers.” 

A Tass dispatch printed in Mos- 
cow quoted Marshal Rodion Mali- 
novsky, Soviet commander in 
Manchuria, as saying there were 
grounds for believing that the 
murder of a Chinese engineer and 
three companions near Mukden on 
Jan. 16.“was a premeditated pro- 
vocatory act committed by one of 
the bands operating in Manchuria 
with the idea of worsening Soviet- 
Chinese relations.”

Churchill is sufficiently experi- 
enced to know how to cover 
these inclinations and plans 
with blatant phrases about de- 
mocracy, peace and the frater- 
nity of peoples. 

“But you need only to read his 
speech and no doubt remains 
about how false and hypocritical 
these phrases were on Churchill's 
lips when he thrust out words 
about the ‘expansionist tendencies’ 
of the Soviet Union, on the ‘iron 
screen which has fallen across the 
Continent,’ on the ‘shadow from 
the east which has fallen across 
the fields’ just recently enlight- 
ened by the victory of the Allies— 
poisoned with the poison and 
hatred toward real democracy. 


“Produces Ancient Calumny.” 


“What does Churchill speak 
about now? He produces the an- 
cient calumny against the Soviet 
Union, trying in the old way as he 
did 20 years ago to frighten the 
entire world with the horrors of 
Soviet ‘expansion’ which carries a 
menace to the ‘real democracy of 
the west.’ 

“He speaks with unconcealed 
wrath about Warsaw, Prague, Bel- 
grade, Bucharest, Budapest and 
Sofia, which to Churchill’s horror, 
are in the ‘Soviet sphere’ and ‘all 
subordinate in one or another form 
not only to Soviet influence but in 
considerable degree to increasing 
control of. Moscow.’ He calls them 
all police states except Czecho- 
slovakia, to which he makes a not 
very courteous bow as though no 
‘real democracy’ exists. He jumps 
on the Polish Government, accus- 
ing it of making unjust infringe- 
ments upon Germany, He rants 
and shouts at ‘all these Eastern 
states of Europe’ and against to- 
talitarian contro] as if this has 
been established there. 

“*This isn’t the free Europe cre- 
ation for which we fought. This 
isn't the Europe which contains 
the foundation for firm peace,’ ex- 
claims Churchill, and warns that 
‘at the present moment, war may 
reach any country, no matter 
where it be between dusk and 
dawn.’ Churchill finds bliss in 
Athens only. 

“In his understanding, the 
prototype of ‘liberated Europe’ 
is Greece, where the fascist- 
monarchist reactionaries are 
committing their deeds under 
the protection of English troops, 
where Greek bands—these last 
children of Hitler—are mobbing 
Greek patriots and are unpun- 
ished, But just as one swallow 
does not make a spring, one 
‘democratic Greece’ is unable to 
divert Churchill’s wrath from 
the whoie of eastern Europe. 


“As after the first world war, 
now after the second.world war, 
Churchill imagines himself the 
rescuer of Europe from Commu- 
nism, as if it threatens to flood 
Europe if not the whole world. 
And Churchill is ready to take 
upon himself the role of rescuer. 
He stated in his speech at Fulton, 
‘I am banishing the thought that 
new war is hanging above us. 
I am speaking about this now be- 
cause J am sure our happiness is 
in our own hands and that we 
are able to rescue the future.’ 

“Churchill here is faithful to 
himself—he does not say what 
he thinks. In reality he tries to 
give the impression of an im- 
pending new war. Moreover, he 
urged a new war and a war 
against the Soviet Union when 
he makes a slander about the 
Soviet Union, saying that ‘Soviet 
Russia wants the fruits of war 
and unrestricted expansion of 
its force and its doctrines.’ 


Special Relations, Bases. 


“Such is the ‘general strategical 
conception’ which Churchill has 
proclaimed and proceeding from 
which he drew his new plan for 
rescuing humanity from ‘Soviet 
expansion.’ This plan Churchill 
himself called the climax of the 
substance of his speech and 
which appeared to be nothing else 
than a plan for creating an Anglo- 
American military alliance which 
requires, according to Churchill, 
special relations between England 
and the U.S.A. 

“About these relations Churchill 
literally said the following, ‘The 
British “association (common- 
wealth) demands not only an in- 
creasing friendship between our 
two vast related systems of s0- 
ciety through and by maintaining 
close relations between our mili- 
tary advisers, the carrying on of 
a joint study of possible dangers 
and of similarity of weapons and 
training aids but also an exchange 
of officers and cadets at colleges. 
This must be accomplished by 
maintenance of present conditions 
created in the interest of mutual 
security by means of the joint use 
of all naval and air bases belong- 
ing to both countries in all parts 
of the world.’ 

“So Churchill advanced a pro-

“What is this if not a com- 
plete disavowal by Churchill of 
the aims often proclaimed in the 
declaration of the three powers 
—by all possible means after 
the defeat of Hitler to democ- 
ratize liberated European 
states? 

“What does the proposal of 
Churchill come to? The forma- 
tion of an Anglo-American mili- 
tary alliance which would se- 
cure Anglo - American § rule 
throughout the world,’ the 
liquidation of the three-power 
coalition and behind the back 
of the U.N.O. make power poli- 
tics the leading factor in the 
developing of the world. 

“For completeness all that is 

lacking is a formula for a ‘cor- 
don sanitaire’ against the 
U.S.S.R. 
- “That is what the wildly waving 
Churchill says. But is there suf- 
ficient strength? Churchill's plans 
are aimed far but they evidently 
are not in accord with the real 
possibilities and circumstances. 


“Grabs for U. 8. Coat Tail.” 

“He himself thinks that he has 
not got the means of accomplish- 
ing the plans created by his 
stormy fantasy. And Churchill 
convulsively grabs for the coat 
tafl of Uncle Sam in the hope 
that an Anglo-American military 
alliance would enable the British 
empire, although in the role of a 
junior partner, to continue the 
politics of imperial] expansion. 

“The speech of Churchill met a 
reserved reception in the U.S.A. 
and in England. The American 
New York Herald Tribune, com- 
menting on his plans, wrote, 
‘Those who cry about moral cross 
crusades against the Soviet Union 
must now think of what such cru- 
sades must lead to in practice.’ 
The Chicago Sun wrote that the 
aim of Churchill ‘is false, contains 
within itself unnumbered dangers.’ 
A member of the House, Patter- 
son (Representative Ellis E. Pat- 
terson, Democrat, Calif.), stated 
‘Britain during a thousand years 
waged policies of unceasing mill- 
tarism. We do not want unhin- 
dered militarism at the side of 
any state.’ 

“And in England different social 
groups critically evaluted Church- 
ill’s speech, 
~ (The editorfal then quoted the 
London Times and Joseph Reeves, 
a Laborite member of Parliament.) 
“It is very characteristic that 
Churchill spoke not in England 
but In the U.S.A. Obviously Church- 
ill remembers that his first post- 
war experience in speculating on 
the ‘Red danger’ during the par- 
liamentary elections brought him 
a severe defeat. Failing political- 
ly in England, Churchill decided 
to try for happiness in the U.S.A., 
evidently hoping for the support 
of certain American circles. But 
the reaction of American public 
opinion brought him new disap- 
ointments. 

“Old Tune, New Harmony.” 
“The plans of Churchill—an old 
tune with new harmony. This 
new conception is doomed to hope- 
less failure as was its old con- 


‘ception over which history laughed 


mockingly. Churchill is stubborn- 
ly inclined to go backward, but 
life goes forward. Churchill ob- 
viously over-estimated the forces 
of reaction and under-estimated 
the influence of the democratic 
forces. Churchill forgets that 
freedom-loving people obtained 
during the years of war an enor- 
mous political experience and abil- 
ity to distinguish between the 
genuine supporters of peace and 
imperialists who under the ban- 
ner of ‘defense of peace’ build 
plans for unleashing new imperial- 
istic wars. 

“And no false speeches about 
democracy and freedom by con- 
vinced reactionaries such as 
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Churchill and his American 
friends from the Vandenberg 
camp will succeed in drawing 
people onto the road to new 
wars being prepared for them.” 


ATTLEE DIDN’T KNOW 
CONTENTS OF SPEECH 


LONDON, March 11 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Attlee told the 
House of Commons today that 
Winston Churchill in his Fulton 
(Mo,) speech March 5 had “stated 
very clearly he spoke for himself 
only.” Attlee said the Govern- 
ment wag not called upon to “ex- 
press any opinion.” 

Asked by Laborite Tom Driberg 
if he would instruct the British 
information service in the United 
States to make it clear Churchill's 
speech did not represent British 
policy, Attlee replied: ; 

“The British information serv- 
ices in the United States are well 
aware that the policy of the Gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom is 
only to be found in the statements 
of His Majesty’s ministers.” 

He added that “the government 
had no previous knowledge of the 
contents of the speech,” and de- 
clined in answer to questions to 
express an opinion on it on the 
ground that it was delivered in 
another country by a private in- 
dividual. 

He did not answer Driberg’s re- 
tort that “surely the leader of the 
opposition (Churchill) has some- 
thing more than the status of a 
private citizen.” 


Veterans Say Churchill’s Plan 
Would Lead tc Catastrophe. 

TOKYO, March 11 (AP)—The 
American Veterans Committee an- 
nounced yesterday it had sent to 
President Truman and other 
American officials a statement 
strongly opposing “individual mili- 
tary alliances with other nations 
to contravene our world obliga- 
tions.” 

The statement resulted from 
former Prime Minister Churchill's 
Fulton (Mo,) speech advocating 
an American-British alliance. 

“What Mr. Churchill is propos- 
ing is a world split into two giant 
camps, each camp waging A 
deadly armament race that could 
end only in utter catastrophe,” the 
statement said. “In the attitude 
that he displays toward the o 
posing camp it :s not difficult to 
imagine how long those two fac- 
tions would remain at peace.” 


IRANIAN PREMIER RETURNS 
FROM MOSCOW, URGES UNITY 


TEHRAN, March 11 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Ahmed Qavam Es Saltaneh 
returned to his desk in Tehran 
today following a 16-day official 
visit in Moscow, where he nego- 
tiated with the Russians. He ar- 
rived here yesterday aboard a 
Soviet plane. 

(A United Press dispatch said 
Ahmed Qavam on his return ap- 
pealed for national unity in sup- 
port of the government's efforts 
to deal with Iran’s foreign and 
domestic problems.) 


Ahmed Qavam pledged Russia 
“all my efforts to strengthen 
friendly mutual relations between 
our countries,” the Moscow radio, 
heard in London, said. It report- 
ed he sent Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar Molotov a message express- 
ing “gratitude for the cordial re- 
ception accorded to me personally 
and to all members of the Iranian 
delegation.”

WUERZBURG, Germany, March 
11 (AP) — American troops in 
Wuerzberg were warned by their 
commanding officer today to re- 
frain from criticizing the Soviet 
Union to the German people. 

Lt. Col. Frank Ebey of Venice, 
Calif., issued this order to his com- 
mand, the 208rd Anti-aircraft Bat- 
talion: 

“It has been brought to my at- 
tention that the morale of the ci- 
vilian population of Wuerzberg 
has been raised as the result of a 
speech in the United States by a 
British politician, relative to our 
ally, the Russian people. , 

“IT have heard certain military 
personnel express agreement with 
these policies in the presence of 
German frauleins. 

“This practice must stop imme- 
diately, 

“The Soviet government is an 
ally of the United States of Amer- 
ica and you are individually and 
collectively representatives of our 
government I will not tolerate any 
disparaging remarks against our 
allies to the German people. This 
does not violate your right of free 
speech among yourselves, 

“I do not hate the German peo- 
ple. My policy in regard to danc- 
ing and social gatherings should 
indicate that fact to you, but I 
can’t forget that the sun will al- 
ways set upon the grave of some 
American soldier, From Pearl 
Harbor and Bataan to the Elbe, 
your buddies are lying dead be- 
cause of the Nazi party and the 
evil machinations of Hitler and his 
gang. Don't let your fraulein’s 
opinion influence you. She has 
been raised in an atmosphere of 
hatred and intolerance of all na-

“Millions of Russian. soldiers 
and civilians died to save our 
skins.

SIX BALL BEARING 
FIRMS INDICTED 
AS PAIGE FIXERS 


3 Individuals Named by 
U.S. Grand Jury at 
Cleveland in Anti- 


Trust Case. 
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CLEVELAND, March 11 (AP) 
—Indictments charging six ball 
bearing companies and three indi- 
viduals with criminal price-fixing 
in violation of anti-trust laws were 
returned here today by a special 
federal grand jury. 

The indictments climaxed an 18- 
month investigation by the Depart- 
ment of Justice into interlocking 
friction bal] bearing concerns in 
the United States, Sweden, Ger- 
many, France, England and Latin 
America, 

Names of Defendants. 

Corporations indicted were: Gen- 
eral Motors Corp., Detroit SKF In- 
dustries, Inc., Philadelphia; Mar- 
lin-Rockwell Corp., Jamestown, 
N.Y.; Fafnir Bearing Co. New 
Britain, Conn.; Federal Bearings 
Co. Inc., Poughkeepsie, N.Y., and 
Norma-Hoffman Bearings Corp., 
Stamford, Conn. 

Individuals indicted—all  con- 
nected with the companies named 
—were: Fred G. Hughes, general 
manager, New Department divis- 
ion, General Motors Corp., Bristol, 
Conn.; Howard Johnston, sales 
manager, Marlin-Rockwell Corp., 
Jamestown, N.Y., and Charles F. 
Stanley, vice president and sales 
manager, Fafnir Bearing Co., 
New Britain, Conn. 

Maximum penalties are $5000 on 
each count for corporations’ and 
for individuals, $5000 fine or one 
year’s imprisonment, or both. 

Attorney General Tom C. Clark, 
in a statement issued in connec- 
tion with the indictments, said 
the corporations named were the 
six largest makers of ball bear- 
ings in the United States. 


Secret Meetings. 


“The defendants since 1934 have 
held secret meetings at the Yale 
Club and the Biltmore Hotel in 
New York and in private resi- 
dences and hotels in Chicago, New 
Britain and other places, where 
representatives of the corporate 
defendants met, discussed and 
agreed upon ball bearing prices,” 
he asserted, 

“The indictment follows a year’s 
investigation of various alleged 
restraints of trade in the anti- 
friction bearing industry. This is 
in line with the policy of the De- 
partm@nt of Justice where there 
is deliberate fixing of prices in 
violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust ‘act, 

“The corporate defendants, 
known as the ‘Big Six,’ produced 
95 per cent of all ball bearings 
manufactured in the United 
States, with total annual sales 
value of about $200,000,000.”

Following is the text of Pauley’s 
statement:

MAGISTRATE COURT SYSTEM 
BILL SIGNED BY DONNELLY 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 11— 
Gov. Donnelly today signed a bill 
establishing a new system of mag- 
istrate courts in Missouri, replac- 
ing the existing justice of the 
peace courts, to conform to re- 
quirements of the new Constitu- 
tion, 

The measure carries an emer- 
gency clause making it effective 
on approval, as to creation of 
magistrate court districts and 
nomination and election of magis- 
but the provisions as to 
actual functioning of the new 
courts do not become operative 
until Jan, 1, 1947. 

Under the act the magistrate 
courts will be courts of record 
and the magistrates must be law- 
yers. Justices of the peace were 
not required to be lawyers. An 
exception in the new act is that 
justices of the peace now in of- 
fice, or who heretofore have been 
justices of the peace for at least 
ifour years, shall be eligible to 
felection as magistrates, without 
being licensed to practice law.

(9) Provoke a war against Portugal as a 
pretext to destroy the Christian government of 
that country and replace it with a Red Fascist 
government. 

In March, 1936, Bela Kun and several of 
his fellow-murderers—Losovski, Janson, Riedal, 
Primakoff, Berzine and Neumann... reached 
Barcelona, set up a revolutionary committee 
and began organization of a Red militia.

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Atom-Smasher Used in Research | 
Into Middle Stages of Cancer} 


St. Louis Greup Reports to Atlantic City 
Meeting on Injection of Radioactive Sub- 
stances in Mice That Have Disease. 


A new attack on the cancer 
problem by a group of St. Louis 
scientists was reported today to 
the American Association for Can- 
cer Research, meeting in Atlantic 
City. 

The chemical changes occurring 
in normal tissue as the cells be- 
gin uncontrolled growth and be- 
come cancerous are being analyzed 
for the first time. The work is 
made possible by co-operation of 
Barnard Free Skin and Cancer 
Hospital and Washington Univer- 
sity. 

For years cancer research has 
been directed primarly at the 
study of the differences between 
normal] tissue and malignant tu- 
mors, the beginning and end 
phases of the disease. The St. 
Louis group is concentrating on 
the intermediate stages, applying 
a cancer-producing agent to the 
skin of mice and analyzing the 
step-by-step changes taking place 
as the tumor develops. 

The Washington University 
cyclotron, atom-smashing machine 
which produced plutonium for the 
atomic bomb, was utilized in one 
phase of the cancer research. 
Phosphorus was placed in the ma- 
chine and made radioactive by be- 
ing bombarded with atomic par- 
ticles, The radioactive substance 
then was injected into mice on 
whose skin cancer was in process 
of forming. The radiant energy 
acquired through the cyclotron 
treatment made it possible to trace 


-and measure the phosphorus in 


the mice. 
Details of Tests. 

There are many chemical sub- 
stances with which scientists can 
produce cancer at will. The strong- 
est of them all, a synthetic known 
as methylcholanthrene, was used 
in these experiments. It was ap- 
plied in a solution of benzene to 
the backs of mice, being brushed 
on three times a week. As tumors 
developed in consequence of the

applications, the radioactive phos- 
phorus was introduced by hypo- 
dermic injection, 

The research workers deter- 
mined the amount of phosphorus 
normally present in mouse skin, 
the amount present in the inter- 
mediate stages of cancer develop- 


ment, and finally the amount pres- 
ent in active cancer itself. The 
tests disclosed that, as cancer be- 
ging to develop, phosphorus in the 
tissues falls far below normal, but 
a sharp increase follows, and phos- 
phorus reaches a higher than nor- 
mal level in the stage of active 
cancer. 

Effect of cancer development on 
vitamin content and enzymes, the 
complex organic substances which 
accelerate specific transformation 
of material in animals and plants, 
also was studied, It was found 
that more than one-third of the 
normal content of biotin, one of 
the B group of vitamins, disap- 
pears when cancer begins to devel- 
op in the outer layer of the skin. 
An enzyme known as succinic de- 
hydrogenase apparently does not 
change until the active cancer 
stage, when it shoots up to four 
or five times the normal content. 
Another enzyme, cytochrome oxi- 
dase, increases more gradually. 

Research Problem, 

What happens to cancer growth 
if phosphorus, vitamin and en- 
zyme content are corrected to nor- 
mal in the intermediate stages Is 
a question the workers undoubt- 
edly will seek to answer in furth- 
er experiments which may have 
far-reaching significance. This 
work, however, is only one phase 
of Barnard’s over-all research pro- 
gram, 

The phosphorus studies were 
conducted by Cyril Costello, medi- 
cal director of City Hospital and 
Barnard research associate; R. L. 
Simoes, who was sent from Brazil 
by the Institute of International 
Education to spend a year in study 
at Barnard and Washington Uni- 
versity; Christopher Carruthers, 
Barnard associate, and Martin 
Kamen, of the Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School. 

The vitamin research was the 
work of E. L. Tatum, who is now 
at Yale University; Mary G. 
Ritchey and L. F. Wicks, Barnard 
associates, and E. V. Cowdry, who 
is research director at Barnard 
and professor of anatomy at 
Washington University. The en- 
zyme studies were conducted by

wage-price policy was a “practical 
step toward a future of sustained 
prosperity.”

“We Need Confidence.” 


“The thing we Americans need 
more than anything else right now 
is confidence,” Bowles said.

Some Higher Prices.

metal goods, the Office of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization said, indicat- 
ing that retail increases may be 
authorized for automobiles, refrig- 
erators and washing machines. 
The agency said that any further 
producer increases for food and 
clothing may have to be passed on 
to the public, 
It expressed the belief that 
these could be held to a minimum 
and that while there would be a 
“bulge in the price line,” there 
would be “no breakthrough.” 

The detailed explanation of how 
the wage-price formula will work 
in practice set forth no basic 
changes in the program laid down 
by President Truman last month. 

Early Ruling Modified. 

One modification provides that 
under certain circumstances em- 
ployers still may apply for price 
increases even though they grant 
an unapproved wage boost, Under 
the policy as set forth originally 
they waived this right. 

The new ruling is that if in the 
case of an unapproved pay in- 
crease the employer notifies the 
Government he has no present in- 
tention of applying for a price 
hike, he may later: 

1, Apply for approval of the 
wage increase. 

2. Ask OPA for price help, 
provided the wage adjustment 
is approved. 

The first notice to the Wage 
Stabilization Board must be filed 
within 30 days after the pay in- 
crease goes into effect. 

No Advance Commitments. 

It reaffirmed that OPA will 
make no commitments on price in- 
creases in advance of wage agree- 
ments. It also made it clear that 
pay increases will be no guarantee 
that prices will be boosted. 
Whether they are will depend 
on the financial position of the 
industry concerned, or in some 
cases on the position of the in- 
dividual firm. } 

As for wage patterns governing 
allowable incréases in particular 
industries or areas, these will not 
be set for any “rule of thumb.” 
The decision in each case will be 
determined by the varying cir- 
cumstances, the agency added.

The refusal of the State Legis- 
lature to appropriate additional | 
funds and the increased number 
of unemployable persons applying 
for general relief has reduced 
payments to the point where ac- 
tual cases of undernourishment 
are occurrfing in St. Louis county, 
.t was reported today. 

This statement was made by 
Mrs. Frederick B. Eiseman, chair- 
man of the St, Louis County 5So- 
eial Security Commission, 14 
South Central avenue, Clayton, 
which is the agency for distribu- 
tion of state relief funds. 

As of March 1, Mrs. Eiseman 
said, relief payments have been 
limited in each case to only 55 
per cent of the minimum needs 
of any family applying for re- 
lief. For several years relief has 
been denied to families, however 
acute their need, if they have one 
employable adult who is not re- 
quired to stay home to care for 
sick members or minor children. 

55 Per Cent of Needs. 

In each case, investigators of 
the commission determine what 
amount is needed to maintain the 
family in decency and health and 
then take, 55 per cent of that 
figure, she related. From the re- 
sulting figure any resources the 
family already has are deducted. 
The balance constitutes the relief 
payment. 

Mrs. Eiseman said investigation 
has revealed that payments thus 
arrived at fail to cover wholly 
the two essentials of food and 
shelter and .leave nothing for 
clothing, fuel, utility bills, medi- 
cai care, school supplies or trans- 
portation. 

“Some people would say,” Mrs. 
Wiseman continued, “that we give 
sufficient assistance to cover the 
jtem of food, which is true; how- 
ever, these families must have 
shelter and must pay their rent 
promptly during the present hous- 
ing shortage. They must pay their 
gas bills if they are to cook their 
‘ood; they must pay their fuel 
bills if they are to keep warm. 

“If these bills are paid, as they 
must be, insufficient money is left 
‘o buy food to nourish properly 
the members of the family. We 
know this is what happens be- 
cause our workers run across such 
ituations in their work every 
day.” 

Example of Family of 10. 

She cited the instance of a 
family consisting of parents and 
eight children about to be evicted 
from their home for non-payment 
of rent. The father, reduced to 
laboring jobs after the closing of 
4 war plant where he was em- 
ployed, has been averaging ebout 
$8 a week. A minimum food 
budget alone for the family would 
come to $99.50 per month while the 
rent is $31 a month, she said. 

The Social Security Commission 
‘s helpless to assist because the 
father is employable, she added. 
The children are badly nourished 
and are already showing symptoms 
of deficiency diseases which will 
permanently affect their eyesight 
and hearing. The instance could 
be multiplied many times, Mrs. 
Eiseman said, 

“It is fully recognized by our 
staff and the State Commission 
that payment of only 55 per cent 
of a family’s needs creates great 
hardship,” she said. “However, 
we must recognize that it is im- 
possible to spend money which 
has not been made available to us 
through appropriation.”

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP). 


HE text of a statement by Stabilization Director Chester Bowles, 
} in question-and-answer form, explaining the stabilization program 
follows: 


“1. Q. What is the purpose of 
the new wage-price policy an- 
nounced by President Truman Feb. 
14 in Executive Order No. 9697? 

“A. To maintain the ‘stability 
of the economy in the present 
emergency’ and to clear the decks 
for full-speed-ahead in production, 


wage-price program mean to the 
average employer? 

“A. It means quicker settlement 
of wage problems, It means 
prompt price relief where hard- 
ship exists under fair pricing 
standards. It means that the way 
is cleared for all-out production. 

“7. Q. What does the new 


the order provides: 

“First, a basis for reasonable 
wage settlement in all cases. La- 
bor is assured the opportunity to 
obtain wage adjustments in line 
with those worked out in free ne- 
gotiations, or recommended by the 
Government. Second, prompt ad- 
justments in price ceilings 
wherever they are necessary to re- 
lieve hardship or increase produc- 
tion of essential goods. 

“2. Q. What are the basic simi- 
larities between the new wage- 
price policy and the previous pol- 
icy? 

“A The new policy is not a 
grand new program, but an adap- 
tation of the old to fit present 
conditions. 

“The new policy, like the old, 
ealla’for free collective bargaining 
within the framework of the sta- 
bilization program. Except in a 
few special situations, it imposes 
no direct prohibitions on wage or 
salary increases. 

“Like the old, the new policy 
puts limits upon the extent to 
which wage or salary increases 
can be reflected in higher prices 
or higher costs under Government 
contracts. Such increases must be 
approved by the Government be- 
fore they can be used for these 
purposes. 

Differences Explained, 


“3. Q. What are the principal 
differences between the new wage- 
price policy and the previous pol- 
icy? 

“A.Under the old policy, the 
standards for approval] of wage or 
salary increases were relatively 
limited. These standards were 
not intended to limit the amounts 
of the increases which would ac- 
tually take place. On the con- 
trary, so-called unapproved in- 
creases, over and above the stand- 
ards for approval, were encour- 
aged. But these unapproved in- 
creases could not be reflected in 
higher ceiling prices right away. 
After a six-month test period, 
however, OPA was directed to 
take them into full account and 
to give any price relief which the 
test period showed was called for 
under established pricing stand- 
ards. 

“This policy worked well in the 
majority of cases. Thousands of 
Wage agreemefhts have been con- 
eluded in orderly fashion under 
this policy. Prices have been held 
in line. 

“In many industries, however, 
labor has suffered a severe loss 
in take-home pay, as a result of 
loss of overtime, downgrading and 
similar factors. In some of these 
industries, employers could not 
absorb, even for a test period, 
the increases in wage rates which 
were necessary to give labor at 
Jeast partial compensation for this 
reduction in earnings and to off- 
set the increases in the cost of 
living since before the war. 

“The new policy... liberalizes 
the standards for approval of 
wage and salary increases. The 
basic standard consists of the pat- 
terns of adjustment which have 
actually been established in the 
various industries and localities 
during the period between V-J 
day and the date of the order. 

“Having 
ards for approval, the new policy 
no longer encourages unapproved 
wage or salary increases. Consid- 
eration of such increases is 
barred, not merely for six months, 
but for the duration of the stabil- 
ization laws in determining either 
price ceilings or costs under gov- 
ernment contracts. 

“Wage or salary’ increases 
which are going to be used in 
applying for price relief imme- 
diately, or for increasing costs to 
the Government, must be ap- 
proved in advance. 

Effect on Prices. 

“4. Q. Will the new policy re- 
quire prices to be_ increased 
wherever wage rates have gone 
up? 

“A. Far from it. Higher wages 
rates do not necessarily mean 
proportionately higher labor costs. 
Loss of overtime, downgrading, an 
improved labor force and other 
factors, offset the effect of high- 
er rates on labor costs in whole 
or in part. 

“5. Q. What does the new wage- 
price policy mean to the average 
American family which is so con- 
cerned about the cost of living? 

“A. First of all, it means that 
consumers can expect to get 
larger supplies of refrigerators, 
washing machines, automobiles 
and all the other peacetime goods 
we're al] waiting for. Secondly, it 
will not mean a new higher level 
of prices. More than two-thirds 
of the average family’s expendi- 
tures go for food, rent and cloth- 
ing. The new wage-price policy 
should have no effect on rents and 
little or no effect on food and 
clothing. Special steps are being 
taken to increase production of 
low-priced clothing and thus to 
reduce the average family’s cloth- 
ing bill. Prices for some metal 
goods will undoubtedly increase 
somewhat. Such increases mean a 
bulge in the price line, But there 
will be no break-through. 

“6. Q. What does the new

otherwise, are removed, It means 
that the worker is protected 


against a runaway cost of living 


which would destroy the benefits 
of the adjustments. 

“8. Q. What does the. 
wage-price policy mean to the 
average farmer? 

“A. It means an increased flow 
of machinery, tools and other 
peacetime goods he needs to run 
his farm. And it is unlikely that 
there will be any real increase 
even in the prices of the farm 
equipment he buys. It means that 
the declining income which many 
farmers expected after V-J day 
will not materialize because the 
wartime purchasing power | of 
many industrial workers will be 
at least partially restored through 
increases in wage rates. 


Streamlined Procedures. 


“9. Q. Will the new wage-price 
policy tie business men and labor 
unions up in red tape and delay? 

“A. Emphatically no, The Gov- 
ernment is obligated to give both 
groups the fastest possible action. 
The new wage-price program con- 
tains new provisions for stream- 
lining procedures to the limit. 

“10. Q. What agencies will ad- 
minister the new  wage-price 
policy? 

“A. The game agencies which 
have been administering the pre- 
vious policy. The National Wage 
Stabilization board will pass final- 
ly on all applications for approval 
of wage increases, except those in- 
volying agricultural labor and so- 
called Lea amendment cases, The 
board acts also on increases for 
certain salaried employes receiv- 
ing $5000 per annum or less. 

“The salary stabilization unit in 
the Treasury Department will pass 
finally on all applications for ap- 
proval of salary increases other 
than salary increases under the 
jurisdiction of the National Wage 
Stabilization Board. 

“The Department of Agriculture 
will continue to administer wage 
controls applying to agricultural 
labor. 

“The Office of Price Administra- 
tion will administer the price fea- 
tures of the new policy, with the 
approval of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture as required by law in cer- 
tain cases. 

“The director of economic sta- 
bilization will direct and co-ordi- 
nate the over-all policies.

One Crisis After Another. 

That’s the way America has 
been since Aug. 14, V-J day—one 
crisis after another. First came 
the cutbacks and predictions of 
8,000,000 and 10,000,000 unem- 
ployed. Then a coal strike, now 
virtually forgotten; then the plate 

ass strike, the G.M. strike, and 
finally the steel strike. 


The and _ steel 
strikes all have been termi- 
nated. Indeed, in three weeks, 
the steel operating rate has re- 
bounded from 5.5 per cent to 
78.4 per cent, or just under the 
beginning-of-the-year rate of 82 
per cent. Moreover, carload- 
ings last week increased 8 per 
cent, to the level prevailing 
during the war-boom months 
of 1944 and 1945. Yet earlier 
they’d been running 5 per cent 
below the year before. 

What this signifies is that busi- 
ness recovery is a piece-by-piece 

job. There's no easy-does-it for- 
mula to end i price-wage-strike 
stalemates, The main point is that 
crises do get settled—one by one. 
Only last week, the telephone sys- 
tem was about to be tied up; but 
at the last minute, the union and 
the Bell System got together. And 
before that, crises in New York, 
Pittsburgh, Hguston, Philadelphia, 
each in due course, were dis- 
posed of.

Coal Next? 

The next major crisis, now be- 
ing widely advertised, is coal. 
John L. Lewis has called for a 
strike vote. The deadline on a 
new contract is April 1. Yet, a 
Lewis walkout is not as inevitable 
as the headlines about it. 

The country now has a wage- 
price policy. To be sure, it puts 
profits in an OPA jacket. It also 
puts a ceiling on wages. 

Yet, there’s no gainsaying that 
President Truman’s executive or- 
der established a pattern for doing 
business. That’s a real gain over 
the economic uncertainty—some 
call it anarchy—of two weeks ago. 

As Charles E. Wilson, presi- 
dent of General Electric, put it 


over the long distance telephone, 


that time, you're ready to throw 


last try—{ “At last, we know where we 


stand.” Most business men and 
labor leaders, including Lewis, 
realize —perhaps reluctantly — 
that wage boosts cluster about 

17 per cent or 18% cents an hour. 
Business men ognize also 
that they must grant wage in- 
creases before they can get price 
relief, 

The hardest part about the pat- 
tern is accepting it. It’s like pri- 
orities in the days before am 
Harbor. Automobile manufactu 
and labor unions both protested 
limitations on auto production. 


Two-Way Pressure. 

Sooner or later, companies and 
unions will fall in line. There’s too 
much pressure both ways not to: 
on union leaders, from the rank- 
and-file; on business men, from 
government officials, other busi- 
ness men, including competitors, 
directors, and stockholders. More- 
over, there’s a sense of responsi- 
bility. Said Wilson: “General Elec- 
tric is a good citizen. We have to 
accept the new policy, even if it 
costs us money.” Which suggests 
that it’s an odds-on bet that G.E. 
and the union -may get together 
this week. 

Meanwhile, unemployment is 
approaching the 3,000,000 mark. 
What's more four out of every 10 
persons now receiving unemploy- 
ment compensation are returned 
G.lLs. A powerful pressure group 
for expanded production is in the 
building. And it igs bound, in time, 
to influence OPA policies. 

Jobs are being dissipated every 
day because some industries re- 
fuse to produce at current price 
ceilings The textile industry is 
an oft-cited example. During the 
war, many companies—selling to 
the Government on a cost-plus 
basis — worked three shifts in- 
cluding Saturday and Sunday. 
Overtime premium pay was dis- 
regarded. 

Today they’re working on civil- 
ian goods at OPA ceiling prices. 
They’ve cut back to a strict 40 
hour week, eliminating the ‘high- 
cost third shift. And it shows up 
in cotton consumption. The Re-

Reason for Leaving: Schools 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

What’s wrong with St. Louis schools? 
We moved here six months ago from 
Rocky River (Cleveland), O., and have 
heard nothing but disparaging stories 
eof their inadequacy. The usual reason 
given is “too much politics.” 

In comparison with Tulsa and Rocky 
River schools, it seems to us that St. 
Louis schools are obsolete, in some re- 
spects at least 20 years. As far back as 
1918, at least, when I started sixth grade, 
Tulsa schools have had the depart- 
mental system of education, even in the 
lower grades. Logical reasoning would 
indicate that no teacher could be as effi- 
cient in five or six academic subjects, 
pr as interested in teaching all of them, 
ms she would be in one. This is an age 
of specialists, and yet through the first 
eight grades in St. Louis, one teacher 
teaches all subjects in each grade. 

Another disadvantage here is the lack 
ef cafeterias in grade schools, Tulsa, a 
city of only 175,000, has a complete cafe- 
teria system on a non-profit basis oper- 
ating in all schools. St. Louis has more 
severe and longer winters, and yet the 
children have to trudge out in the 
weather twice at noon, the only alterna- 
tive being cold lunches carried from 
home. We find many of the children eat 
inadequate noon meals at hamburger 
stands and mediocre cafes. 

In the school where our children go, 
mo manual training department is pro- 
vided for the eighth grade boys. But it 
is a required subject, so our boy must 
walk an extra nire to 12 blocks to an- 
other school to the class, and the walk- 
ing time comes off his lunch hour. 

Recently our eighth grade boy came 
home to report that only one student 
in his class of over 40 is actually pro- 
moted to eighth high—for promotion 
is contingent on “making up back 
work.” I ask you: Is there not some- 
thing wrong with a system or a teacher 
who permits her whole class to be sev- 
eral weeks behind? 

What is so amazing to us is the fact 
that our boy was always the top student 
in the room in Tulsa through the first 
six grades, and repeated the record in 
the seventh grade in Rocky River, and 
also in his eighth grade in St. Louis, In 
a recent achievement test, he rated from 
10.2 to 10.6 in all subjects—a tenth grade 
rating, highest in his room. And yet he 
didn't pass! What's it all about? 

Well, we're so disgusted that, like oth- 
er St. Louisans, we're selling our home, 
bought here only six months ago, and are 
moving out into a suburb where the 
school system has an Al rating.

For Open Covenants 


Soviet Russia has launched a diplomatic coun- 
ter-offensive against Winston Churchill’s speech 
at Fulton, the speeches of Secretary Byrnes and 
Senator Vandenberg, the articles of Walter Lipp- 
mann and Dorothy Thompson, and the ensuing 
flood of thought about Russian-American rela- 
tions among the people of this country and 
Britain. 

With characteristic aggressiveness, Pravda ac- 
cuses Churchill of trying to incite war against 
the Soviet Union while the Moscow radio at- 
tempts to counteract the Churchill bid for an 
Anglo-American alliance by asking if Americans 
want to defend British colonial policy. This is 
a clever riposte, which means a quick and sharp 
retort. 

The latter point happens to be the same one 
Lippmann made in an article published in the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday. Americans, intimately 
sympathetic with the British Commonwealth and 
the way of life it represents, do not feel the same 
way about the Empire. The Empire, which in- 
cludes India, Burma. etc., does not share what 
Mr. Churchill called “the jcint inheritance of 
Magna Carta, the Bill of Rights, the habeas cor- 
pus, trial by jury and the English common law.” 
Said Mr. Lippmann: 

The real problem is concerned with those 
countries, either under British rule or with- 
in the British sphere of influence, which are 
not English-speaking countries and do not 
have this joint inheritance of freedom. That 
is where the trouble and the danger are, and 
that is where the conflict with Russia is in 
considerable part, though not exclusively, 
located. 

This is legitimate fencing, but it is not conclu- 
sive in debate. It is an attempt to divide opinion 
in the United States, or to widen a division that 
already exists. Yet it is not all that the Moscow 
radio has to say. It also says that Russian-Amer- 
ican friendship is essential to world peace. It 
should have said that Russian-English-American 
friendship is essential to world peace. Much as 
Russian-American friendship is necessary, much 
as Americans dislike or even detest certain Brit- 
ish Empire practices, England and America can- 
not be divided in any crisis. 

Much more to the point is the Moscow radio’s 
statement concerning the UNO—that “every ef- 
fort should be bent in all peace-loving countries 
to aid its work, but there are people of various 
nationalities who would turn away from the Unit- 
ed Nations, who would advocate for America an 
armaments race, a philosophy of force, rather 
than one of friendship with other great powers 
that bore the brunt of war.” 

America will agree heartily to this if Soviet 
Russia. will abandon its reliance on armaments, 
the implied threats in Stalin’s recent speech, its 
philosophy of force and, instead, will show evi- 
dence of friendship with other great powers 
which also bore the brunt of war. 

If Russia will quit playing poker, moving in 
large parts of its stack in Iran, Manchuria and 
elsewhere, America will quit playing poker, too. 
We will talk in terms of the settlement of world 
problems according to the principles of justice 
and idealism, and of realism, too. 

However, difficult as may be the confused situa- 
tions in Iran, Manchuria, etc., let the powers, act- 
ing as an international family, sit down and set- 
tle them, bringing all the factors of oil and 
strategic importance out into the open. At the 
risk of being tiresomely repetitious, let us in- 
voke the everlastingly sound principle of Wood- 
row Wilson: Open covenants, openly arrived at. 

This means not only that Russia must put its 
cards on the table and pull the aces out of its 
sleeve, but that the United States and Britain 
must do likewise. We are all at fault. It 
means also a recognition of the three very dif- 
ferent roles the members of the Big Three are 
playing. Russia is going in for dynamic expan- 
sion, whether for defense in depth or future ag- 
gression or whatnot. The British Empire is in- 
terested in a comeback and in the status quo. The 
United States, unfortunately, is not sure what it 
stands for in world affairs and has got to find 
out. 

In any case, the Moscow radio statement means 
the debate is on, and that is a wholesome thing. 
However vexing are the problems that have 
arisen since the war ended, however spirited the 
jockeying for power and position, they can yield 
to civilized discussion and decision. We have 
an instrument for that. It is the UNO. Instead of 
drifting into still another world war, let’s use it.

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Japan’s Purge Is Not Complete 

The purge of militaristic, ultra-nationalist and 
anti-democratic Japanese is complete, the Tokyo 
Government has just announced. As ordered by 
Gen. MacArthur, in accordance with State De- 
partment instructions, they have been swept out 
of the Government, out of industry, out of com- 
merce and every other public and private agency. 

This adds up, in the Japanese version, to a pic- 
ture of a penitent nation, wholly freed of the sin- 
ister influences that led it to war, and now ready 
to follow the path of democracy and peace for- 
evermore. | 

It would be a great mistake, however, for the 
Allies to accept this picture and relax their vigil- 
ance. For the unhappy fact. is that the former 
nucleus and old symbol of all the war-making 
elements still exists, in the form of Emperor 
Hirohito. Even the new Constitution, presented 
as a great democratic advance, does not remove 
the danger of a militaristic comeback. As Owen 
Lattimore explained in his illuminating article 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, the new charter 
is presented to the people by the Emperor, not 
vice versa, and Hirohito can just as easily take it 
away after the occupation ends. 

Japan's Old Gang, Mr. Lattimore says, has 
staked all its hopes on the imperial institution. 
The reactionaries can be purged out of power, 
but so long as the Emperor remains available, 
even if his authority is formally reduced, their 
comeback is possible. 

Like many other authorities on Japan, Mr. Lat- 
timore sees no need for this Allied condescension 
to the Mikado. Japan’s masses no longer hold 
him in such reverence. There are actually de- 
sertions from the Imperial Guard, whose mem- 
bers now refer to the former God Emperor as 
“Defeated Papa.” With a little encouragement, 
the Japanese themselves would in time make a 
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finish of the dynasty, but Allied policy offers no 
such encouragement, 


Getting rid of the Emperor would mean really 


getting rid of the Old Gang. It isn’t elim- 
inated by the purge now so jubilantly announced 
as completed; it is merely placed in retire- 
ment. Only the removal of the Emperor can 
bring the genuine purge needed to create a truly 
democratic and peace-loving Japan. 
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St. Louis Wants Daylight Saving 

The Post-Dispatch poll is conclusive proof that 
St. Louis demands daylight saving time in the 
summer. Since there was some doubt about 
what the public wanted, this extensive telephone 
survey was made as a democratic way of deter- 
mining the facts. The resulting vote of 242 tol 
in favor of daylight saving is a landslide. 

Changing the clocks is a matter which inti- 
mately affects all citizens. It is an issue involv- 
ing public taste, and it could not be decided by 
the arguments of private groups which appeared 
before the Board of Aldermen with special rea- 
sons for changing time. But the poll should re- 
solve all doubts as to what popular taste is on 
this issue. 

This was one of the most concentrated tele- 
phone surveys ever conducted, More than 15,000 
persons were questioned in three days, in all 
parts of the city. The results are clear. While 
some persons are indifferent to the question, 
most citizens have a strong opinion one way or 
the other. Of those who do, 71 per cent want 
daylight saving and 29 per cent do not. 

The survey indicates a change in public taste 
within the last decade. A straw vote in 1929 
resulted in 8062 votes against and 6206 votes 
for daylight saving. Since then, however, St. 
Louis has had wartime daylight saving, and it 
is obvious that public opinion changed with the 
experience, 

Theatrical interests here had complained that 
moving clocks ahead one hour might cost them 
patronage. This was not borne out during war- 
time, when theater patronage did not suffer. Be- 
yond this objection, there was the complaint of 
working people that they wanted the extra hour 
of sleep in the cool of early morning. But a re- 
cent special poll conducted in a manufacturing 
plant here showed that most employes want to 
work in the coolest part of the day, so they can 
rest in the hot hours, 

What daylight saving time will do is to adjust 
St. Louis to the time of the sun. That is a 
healthy adjustment. It will give us all an extra 
hour of sunshine. It will give us time for day- 
light recreation. It will give gardeners an extra 
hour for work, which is important during this 
period of food shortages, Moreover, St. Louis 
time will coincide with that of other major Mid- 
western cities, such as Chicago, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati and Indianapolis. Daylight time will save 
local business firms and radio stations the ex- 
pense of tailoring their working hours and pro- 
grams to fit New York’s time change. 

The Board of Aldermen will vote on this ques- 
tion Wednesday. Alderman Louis A. Lange has 
offered a bill to move the clocks ahead one hour 
between the last Sunday of April and the last 
Sunday of October..And now that the returns of 
the Post-Dispatch poll are in, there is no reason 
for hesitancy. 

St. Louis expects the Board of Aldermen to 
vote for daylight saving time. 
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A Gain for Railroad Radio 


The projected installation of radio telephones 
on some of the freight trains of the Missouri 
Pacific Lines will make for added safety of both 
freight and passenger trains on that railroad. In 
these days of mile-long freight trains, reliance 
on primitive signals is a menace to life and limb. 

Wreck after wreck in recent years has been 
caused by inadequacy of communications. A 
freight train pulls into a siding, and the engineer 
thinks the main track is clear when actually the 
rear of the last car obstructs it. Another freight, 
or a passenger train, crashes into the protruding 
freight car, and the dead and injured are counted. 
This story has become a common one in recent 
years. 

Wigwagging, smoke signals and hallooing were 
good enough for the Indians, but they aren't 
good enough for modern-day Americans travel- 
ing on high-speed passenger trains. Radio tele- 
phone such as the Missouri Pacific is going to 
install, giving communication intra-train and be- 
tween trains and stations, should be standard, re- 
quired equipment on all trains, 
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The Citizens’ Report on Rats 

Since Mayor Kaufmann appointed the Citizens’ 
Rodent Control Committee and asked for its re- 
port, he has little reason for further delay in at- 
tacking the rat menace in this city. The Mayor 
has what he asked for, and what he has is a 
strong recommendation for a single agency for 
rat control. 

The committee worked under the chairmanship 
of Frank E. Lawrence Jr., secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and it considered every essen- 
tial problem of rodent control, Its report states 
that proper rubbish and garbage disposal are re- 
quired to fight rats. Then it proposes a separate 
agency to enforce rat prevention measures, and 
to carry on an educational and volunteer cam- 
paign against rats. 

The committee points out that present enforce- 
ment problems are divided between the police 
and the Health Division. The health authorities 
seem to want to perpetuate this runaround on 
rats, and argue that no other big city has an in- 
dependent rodent control division. The citizens’ 
committee brushes this argument into insignifi- 
cance, It asks, in effect, Why should St. Louis 
copy the ineffective rat control work of other 
cities, especially since we learned the value of 
originality in our smoke abatement campaign? 

The principle of an independent rat control 
agency now has been indorsed by the Mayor’s 
committee, by Federal rodent control experts 
and by social welfare agencies. The Board of 
Aldermen is reported to be in favor of the idea. 
Yet the Riehl bills, which would provide such 
an agency, have reposed in the Board of Esti- 
mate for nine long months. Mayor Kaufmann’s 
vote alone could start the passage of these meas- 
ures. 

The Citizens’ Rodent Control Committee has 
put the issue squarely to Mayor Kaufmann. Now, 
Mr. Mayor, the city is waiting.

The American postwar landlord who is 
doing all that he can to make living in the 
United States as unpleasant as possible is, 
we are assured by OPA, in the minority, 
but we are advised not to under-estirate 
him as a minority. Thousands of his vic- 
tims, either ignorant of the protection the 
law affords them or so scared of eviction 
that they will protest neither to racketeer- 
ing landlord nor the OPA, are taking it 
silently, 


The majority of his victims are the small- 
er folk—lower- and middle-bracket wage 
earners, industrial workers, lately demobil- 
ized service men, the families of service 
men still serving. But the rent racketeer 
is no respecter of rank, station or wealth, 
although he operates on the theory that the 
smaller they are the harder they fall. 


From the files of OPA and from this 
energetic magazine’s observations through- 
out the land, we have reaped a large crop 
of landlord racketeering. 


The Club Clip, a Stag Racket 


The Club Clip is usually operated by a 
lady. She wishes it distinctly understood 
that her establishment is by no means a 
rooming house, but rather a club for gen- 
tlemen. It’s a stag racket. The fellow 
doesn’t rent a room; he is made a member 
of the club. For weekly dues—anywhere

You pay a month's 
rent in advance, congratulate yourself that 
at last you and your family are in out of 
the unpredictable elements, Then the land- 
lord tells you that it will be necessary for 
you to put up $500 to cover damage or 
breakage, 


The Tie-in is a hungry cousin of the 
stuffed apartment pitch. The apartment is 
advertised as unfurnished. However, the 
rooms are clearly furnished, perhaps even 
tastefully. You-mention this to the land- 
lord and he, with what is designed to be a 
friendly laugh, tells you that he is indeed 
renting you an unfurnished apartment. The 
furniture belongs to Mr. Amos Pinklick, 
who will, he feels sure, be here in a mo- 


ment, 


Crude But Effective Schemes 


And sure enough, Mr. Pinklick appears 
with the news that the rental of his fur- 
niture will cost you so much, There are no 
ceilings on furniture rental. Therefore Mr. 
Pinklick can charge all that he thinks he 
ean get. 

Of course these rackets are crude. And 
of course one has to be spectacularly dumb 
not to recognize them. But even the Double 
Snatch is preferable to living two families 


to a room or spending another night in an» 


unheated garage—not that you'll get much 
heat in any case. 


The double snatch is worked best by a 
landlady. .The landlady tells you that a 
garden goes with the apartment—for a 
price, of course, She addresses herself to 
your wife, who may not be over-enthuslastic

but still thinks it would be rather nice to 
raise a few flowers and even a tomato or 
two. Anyway, she'd better like the idea, 
because you take the garden too or no 
apartment. The garden may be a mile 
away, a vacant lot smothered in rubbish. 
But that’s that. 


Catching Up With Landlords 


During the first nine months of 1945, the 
OPA settled more than 66,000 rent ceiling 
violations. These settlements reclaimed 
more than three and a half million dollars 
from racketeering landlords, nearly three 
million of which was refunded to bilked 
tenants. The rest went into the United 
States Treasury—fines, 

No tenant can be evicted for refusing to 
pay more than cefling rent. Many tenants 
believe that they are obliged to move sim- 
ply because they have received a letter 
from the landlord that he has notified 
OPA that he is about to evict them. 


Keep this in mind: OPA does not have 
the authority to order evictions, it is merely 
empowered to restrain them under speci- 
fied conditions. Evictions may be ordered 
only by the court. 


It is unwarranted fear of eviction that 
prompts tenants to conceal illegal payments 
to the landlord, Of course, the landlord 
may evict you if you don’t pay your rent 
or if you become a nuisance to the other 
tenants. Even so, he has to have the 
court’s permission to throw you out. But 
he can’t establish his contention that you 
haven’t paid your rent promptly, simply if 
he is not available to receive payment or 
refuses to receive payment, 


OPA’s Advice to Tenants 


The OPA advises you to keep as calm as 
other conditions permit if you are notified 
by your landlord that he has sold the house 
and that, consequently, you'll have to get 
out.. No matter who your landlord is, the 
law and the regulations remain where and 
what they are. 

If the new purchaser asks you to leave, 
saying that he wants to octupy the place 
himself, you have six months to find new 
shelter. If, however, after this half-year 
grace the owner doesn’t move in, but leases 
the place to a new tenant, he may be 
dragged before the OPA to do a lot of 
first-class explaining and probably will be 
taken to court for fraud. 

Our reports reek with tales of phony 
sales, rigged up to scare uninformed ten- 
ants out of their nests. And there are in- 
stances where a dwelling has purportedly 
been sold to a war veteran, in which case 
the six-months-grace regulation is not in 
force. The tenant moves, only to find that 
the sale was never completed or, indeed, 
was never in negotiation. 

By this time you probably have the idea. 
The situation is by no means pretty. But 
it could be worse. Just suppose that the 
landlords had their heart's desire and rent 
controls were abolished.

Eluded Germans in Paris 


“The House Near Paris,’’ by Drue Tartiere: Written 
With M. BR. Werner. (Simon & Schuster, New 
York.) 

When war came to France, Drue Tar 
tiere, former Broadway actress and blonde 
heroine of the Charlie Chan movies, was 
broadcasting from Paris Mondiale, the 
French equivalent of OWI. Because of 
these broadcasts to North and South Amer- 


, ica, she was condemned to death in absen- 


tia by the Nazis. But all during the occu- 
pation, the Germans never discovered that 
the blonde woman in the house near Paris 
was Drue Leyton of Paris Mondiale. 

During the general exodus, she fled to 
Bordeaux, but soon returned to Paris. Here 
she rented a house in the suburb of Bar- 
bizon, believing this to be her rightful place 
rather than the safe harbor of America. 
Her husband managed te escape from 
France and join the De Gaulle forces, but 
not till the liberation does the author re- 
ceive the news of his heroic death in the 
North African campaign.

It is unfortunate that the subtitle of the 
book, “An American Woman's Story , of 
Traffic in Patriots,” leads one to expect 
more than actually takes place. One feels 
that Mrs. Tartiere’s actions during the oc- 
cupation were not different from any wom- 
an’s in the same circumstances, excepting, 
of course, the collaborationists. She hides 
arms in her house and a few times men of 
the resistance stay overnight. She grows 
food, tills the land, poaches rabbits. She 
bicycles into Paris carrying heavy loads 
of food to be given to Allied flyers in hid- 
ing there. But there is none of the active 
underground battle which the subtitle and 
other stories of the resistance lead one to 
expect. 

The most dramatic event, in fact, has 
nothing to do with the patriots but affects 
the author alone. It is the long and rather 
grueling account of her detention at the 
German prison camp for Americans, where 
she simulates a deathly disease in order to 
get out. 

The story quickens toward the end, when, 
in the last month of the war, several Allied 
flyers have to descend by parachute near 
her home, Drue Tartiere hides five of them 
in her house, They remain with her for 
two months till the great day arrives when 
Allied tanks rol] up the country roads.

ROM both great branches of the Christian church, Catholic and 

Protestant, have come in these last days, exhortagions to seek 

peace, between and within hyman societies, through the applica- 
tion of Christian principles of justice, mercy and stewardship. 


Last Wednesday, Cardinal] Spell- 
man, addressing a vast gathering 
of the Catholic community in the 
Metropolitan Opera, asserted: 

“Faith alone can survive and 
surmount the ruthless, mutinous 
passions of pretenders to peace 
who presume the power to define 
and impose it. Peace is the work 
of justice, and justice cannot yield 
her ripe fruit of wisdom while 
freedom is still shacKled by the 
conceits of men... who... bar 
peoples and nations from the mu- 
tual understanding upon which 
true peace must be based.” 

And on March 8, the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America, representative of the 
great majority of the Protestant 
communities of America, issued a 
sober, thoughtful and detailed re- 
port on “The Churches and World 
Order.” 


Christian Criticism. 


Thus a great Christian criticism 
of secular policy is forming within 
the frames of reference which are 
the basis of our culture=—a criti- 
cism the more powerful and influ- 
ential because it appeals beyond 
national or group interest to prin- 
ciple and consideration of the 
long-range welfare of humanity. 


The Christian churches of Amer- 
ica embrace a larger body of our 
citizenship than any other organi- 
zation whatsoever. There are, for 
instance, nearly twice as many 
Catholics as there are members of 
both great trade union bodies. 
There are more than five times as 
many Christian communicants, 
counted altogether. 

There are, in the churches, thou- 
sands of simple pastors and 
priests, and hundreds of distin- 
guished intellects. And whatever 
their shortcomings as human indi- 
viduals may be, there is no other 
such body of moral and intellec- 
tual leadership devoted to the 
maintenance and improvement of 
standards and working at many 
points, for the same end, with the 
only considerable Amerigan non- 
Christian religious leaders: the 
Jewish rabbinates. 


American Precedents. 


It is in the American tradition, 
also, that the churches should ex- 
ercise their influence and voice 
their criticism of secular affairs. 
The earliest American communi- 
ties grew up around four institu- 
tions: The town hall—the earliest 
seat of democratic government, 
the court, the school, the church. 


God-fearing men who attempted 
to translate into the basic con- 
cepts of the republic principles 
of justice deriving from the Bible. 
No country more often invokes 
the Creator in its great docu- 
ments. Even Jefferson, who up- 
set the theologians of his day by 
his skeptical and non-conformist 
deism, declared Christianity to 
embody “a system of morals, the 
most perfect and sublime that 
has ever been taught by man,” 
and in the Declaration justified 
the rights of man as an inaliena- 
ble endowment by the Creator. 


A Devout People 


Our national hymn calls God 
our King. We print on our coins, 
“In God We Trust.” The greatest 
American battle song — Julia 
Ward Howe’s—is also a Christian 
hymn. And in the early days of 
our country, scholars and di- 
vines exercised an authority and 
influence over the mind of the 
nation comparable to that of 
business men or their public re- 
lations counsels, and union lead- 
ers today—and one may question 
whether the change has been for 
the better. 

The Christian churches are, 
furthermore, supranational bodies, 
tied in a fellowship with tens of 
millions throughout the world, in 
Axis and Allied countries, from 
whom has come both the counsel 
of restraints on earthly political 
masters, and some of the strongest 
resistance to the murderous indig- 
nities of Fascism, creating martyrs 
for Christ in our own age. 


Noteworthy Report. 


A study of the lives and faiths 
of the few hundred Germans who 
died on the gallows for active re- 
sistance to Nazism, and who must 
be regarded as the truly represen- 
tative spirits of the fully conscious 
German rejection of Nazism, leads 
one to the inescapable conclusion 
that German redemption can only 
come through the union of Social- 
ism and Christian principle, for it 
was these two movements which 
the. German martyrs fused. 

The specifie criticisms and rec- 
ommendations regarding peace, 
made by the Federal Council's re- 
port on world order, are beyond 
the scope of this article. We shall 
return to them and on more than 
one occasion—but they are the 
counsels of men who have laid 
aside passion in the quest for valid 
principle, who speak for the 
American conscience, who have 
malice toward none, and who, by

gives the President the benefit of his counsel. 


It is not merely 


Often, in his dry, 


ironic fashion, he advises on political and economic issues as well. 


The President has come to lean 
heavily on this counselor whom 
he inherited from his predecessor. 
It had been assumed that Leahy 
would retire to private life after 
the death of his good friend, 
Franklin Roosevelt. The other 
wartime leaders are either in re- 
tirement or are doing special jobs 
far removed from the center of 
power. But Leahy, who has a re- 
serve and a taciturnity that serve 
as a barrier between him and most 
people, is today firmly entrenched 
in the White House. 


Belated to Politics. 


This is a curious climax for an 
Annapolis man who, until 1939, 
followed the traditional Navy cCa- 
reer. 

As the result of a friendship 
which had begun when Roosevelt 
was Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy during World War I, came 
Leahy’s assignment from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in 1939 to be Gov- 
ernor of Puerto Rico. He won 
great popularity during his year 
in that office. 

In 1940, Roosevelt made him 
Ambassador to Vichy France. His 
instructions were to make friends 
with’ Marsha] Petain. 

This proved not in the least dif- 
ficult for Leahy. The dour Ad- 
miral, who knows how to unbend 
when circumstances call ‘for it, 
and the gossipy old Marshal be- 
came firm friends. Leahy spent 
hours in the Marshal's suite in 
Vichy’s Hotel du Parc as the 
shadowy figures of France’s col- 
laborationist Government came 
and went, 


Pal of Petain. 


In fact, the Admiral grew so at- 
tached to Petain that, after he re- 
turned to this country in 1942 to 
become the President's personal 
cnief of staff, he refused to be- 
lieve any evil of the old Marshal. 
Even later, when the story of Pe- 
tain’s foolish and scandalous be- 
havior as Ambassador to Spain 
became known, Adm. Leahy con- 
tinued to believe that Petain had 
meant the best for France. 

Petain, convicted of treason, to- 
day languishes in bored confine- 
ment on the little Ile d’Yeu in the 
Bay of Biscay. He will soon be 90 
years old. ; 

Having had only a limited ex- 
perience of world politics during 


his naval career, Leahy was prob- 
ably more susceptible to the im- 
pressions he received during those 
two critical years in France than 
a man with a broader background 
would have been. The crisis be- 
tween the extreme Left and ex- 
treme Right, which smolders be- 
neath the surface In France today, 
was then acute. Leahy’s experi- 
ence at Vichy may well have im- 
planted his deep suspicions of 
Communism. There is no doubt 
that he has recently played an im- 
portant part in persuading the 
President of the need to take a 
firmer stand toward the Soviets. 

The new policy, first expressed 
in Secretary of State Byrnes’s re- 
cent speech, was formulated in a 
series of White House talke that 
frequently found the President ex- 
pressing sharp irritation over Rus- 
sian maneuvers. He did ‘not con- 
ceal from visitors his resentment 
of Soviet conduct. 

The President, incidentally, 
went over the text of Winston 
Churchill’s Fulton (Mo.) speech 
before it was delivered. The two 
men discussed in considerable de- 
tail the history-making address. 


No Universal Expert. 


It is when Leahy’s advice 
touches on domestic policy that 
his role ig most resented by others 
close to the President, In mo- 
ments when his patience snaps, 
National Democratic Chairman 
Robert Hannegan has been known 
to blow off on the subject of the 
kind of advice the President 
heeds, 

Current rumors have Hannegan 
resigning. If that happens, as it 
may, one reason will be the na- 


tional chairman’s feeling of frus- 
tration when he walks into the 
President's office and sees the lit- 
tle circle on whom the President 
relies. 

In their own special fields, some 
of these advisers have great 
knowledge and capacity. Leahy, 
for example; knows as much 
about the conduct of the war on 
the very top level as any living 
American. He was present at all 
the important conferences, 

But these advisers are not uni- 
versal experts. When they step 
outside their specialized fields, 
they are capable of bungling. That 
is something the President has 
still to learn.

The conventional thing to say 
about “School for Brides,” farce 
comedy which began a two-week 
run at the American Theater last 
night, would be that, as a play, it 
is a turkey, with the sole merits 


of making money for its owgers, 
providing jobs for its actors, and 
giving the audience a sex-weighted 
laugh from time to time. 

One would be perfectly pro- 
tected in this opinion by what 
most of the critics have said of 
the play throughout its long 
Broadway run and its recent ad- 
ventures on the road, plus what 
the actors, agents and managers 
of the play themselves say. People 
in the show are quite candid, in a 
sheepish and here’s-how-we-make- 
our-daily-bread sort of way, about 
the play. First they go on stage 
and knock themselves out putting 
the thing over. Then they grin 
with the taking-off of the makeup 
and say, .“Boy, what a dog!” 

The truth of the matter seemed 
to be that, while the play will 
never excite raves from prize- 
awarding committees — but then 
how many plays this season, more 
heavily freighted with meaning, 
will?—“School for Brides” is, for 
a number of reasons that make 
any play excellent, worth seeing. 


There are five acting principals 
who turn in five much-better-than- 
average performances. That's a 
very good box score. There are 
not only a good many laugh lines, 
but the laughs are based on quali- 
ties of cleverness and punch in- 
herent in the dialogue rather than 
in their sexy innuendoes. One line, 
for instance, describes a hapless 
character as “returning to his old 
quarters behind the. eight-ball.” 

A certain millionaire who’s been 
married often, but divorged for 
various incompatibilities just as 
often, is looking for a wife to 
make him forget all previous 
wives. A promoter who needs 
money starts a school for brides 
for the sole purpose of marrying 
off the honor student to the mil- 
lionaire. The millionaire endows 
the school, and also the promoter, 
and shows up, incognito, as a pro- 
fessor. The girls work hard to 
become honor student. The ar- 
rival of the promoter’s wife, with 
the millionaire’s falling for her, 
makes for the complicating factor. 
All ends well, though, with enough 
surprises thrown in to make you 
swallow the expected ending. 

Jack Sheehan and Helen 
Twelvetrees are cast as the stars 
of the play, portraying the mil- 
lionaire and an actress friend who 
poses as a faculty member. Both 
show superb brarids of comedy. 
But two of their supporting ac- 
tors steal the show whenever they 
show. They are Clay Flagg, as 
the promoter, and Lucille Marsh, 
as the promoter’s wife. Flagg, in 
fact, slick, plausible, and crooked, 
but attractive withal, holds the 
whole show together. Miss Marsh, 
who ought to add mallow to her 
name to give you an idea of the 
frothy delectableness she brings 
on stage, plays an outraged but 
funloving wife with wit and real 
acting intelligence. Incidentally, 
last night was her third night in 
the part. Alton. Wilkes’s “house- 
boy” is a study in delightful so- 
phistication, 

The only really weak part of 
|the play was in scenes employing 
the girls playing the would-be 
brides, Personable all, they never- 
theless need lots of direction. One 
of them, an understudy, Crystal 
Ames, was making a debut last 
night,

60,000 See His 2431/2 Pounds 
Balanced in Ceremony of 
Oriental Splendor. 


BOMBAY, March 11 (AP)—Is- 
maili charities will benefit about 
$2,200,000 as the result of a unique 
ceremony yesterday at which fol- 
lowers of the Aga Khan matched 
his weight pound for pound in 
diamonds, 

In a setting of fabulous Oriental 
splendor, 60,000 devotees looked on 
as the 243% pound gpiritual lead- 
er of the Ismail Moslems was 
weighed on a specially constructed 
scale in the great Brabourne sta- 
dium. Several bands, including 
bagpipers, played. 

While the Aga Khan reclined 
on a gold brocaded chair attached 
to one arm of the balance, quarts, 
of industrial diamonds and hand- 
fuls of polished gems—including a 
$32-carat stone valued by its owner 
at $200,000—were deposited in a 
hopper on the other arm, 

The rites of weighing were pure- 
ly symbolic. The cash value of the 
diamonds, representing contribu- 
tions from his followers, will go 
to the Aga Khan to be used for 
Ismaili welfare work. The gems, 
borrowed from MLondon interests 
and others, will be returned. 

Princes and rajahs, many of 
them wearing brilliantly jeweled 
turbans, mingled with humbly 
dressed natives in a demonstra- 
tion of devotion to the man they 
revere as the lineal descendant of 
Fatima, daughter of Mohammed, 
and a living embodiment of the 
diety. 

The Aga Khan was dressed in 
a long, silver-brocaded tunic with 
high, tight-fitting collar and a gold 
brocaded green silk turban.

The occasion was the diamond 
jubilee marking the Aga Khan's 
sixtieth year of leadership.

Fishing Licenses Last Year

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
—Life will be one temptation after 
another for the poor fish this sea- 
son, 

Close to 9,000,000 lures will be 
dangled under his nose in fresh 
waters from Maine to California, 
and from Florida to the great 
northwest, the fish and wildlife 
service indicated to@ay. 

Seeking much-needed wartime 
recreation, 8,280,232 persons 
bought fishing licenses during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1945. 
This was an increase of 449,755 
over the previous year. 

With the postwar fishing boom 
already under way, further in- 
creases in the number of anglers 
are expected this season. 

On the dollars-and-cents side, 
\fishermen poured $10,580,311 in 
revenue from licenses into treas- 
uries of the 48 states for the 
1944-45 season, compared with 
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$9,840,073 the year before. 

Michigan bought the most lIi- 
censes, 667,545 but California de- 
rived the greatest revenue, 
$903,237.

Alibis given by Robert Led Rob- 
ertson, St. Louis hoodlum and 
gangster, in three of four murders 
about which he was questioned by 

Louis police following his ar- 
rest in Chicago, have been verified 
to the satisfaction of authorities, 
Detective Sgt. John Sinclair of the 
St. Louis police department said 
today on his return from Chicago. 

Robertson's alibi in the murder 


of Lawrence Drewer, Collinsville 
burglar, was “vague,” Sinclair said, 
but it was determined that Rob- 
ertson was not in the St, Louis 
area when Robert Carroll, an as- 
sociate of Drewer, and Howard 
Akers and Fabian DeCiue were 
murdered. 

When Drewer was shot down in 
gangland fashion, Robertson 
maintained he was either in Kan- 
sas City or Chicago, Sinclair said. 
He admitted having held up and 
robbed a used car dealer here last 
Nov, 2 in company with Edwin J. 
Burnett, who was arrested with 
Robertson, but he asserted he and 
Burnett left St. Louis shortly aft- 
erward and had not been back 
since. 

On last Thanksgiving day, when 
Akers and DeClue were shot to 
death in an automobile in St. Louis 
county, Robertson was in Perry, 
Ia., Sinclair said postal inspectors 
have determined. 

On the day that Carroll was 
killed, Robertson was in New 
York to meet his brother who 
was being discharged from the 
Navy, Sinclair said. The detective 
said that Robertson identified 
Drewer as the man who offered 
him $5000 to kill an associate 
whom Drewer thought was “talk- 
ing too much.” Robertson said the 
intended victim was Roy Foster, 
who was sentenced recently in 
Federal court here to four years’ 
imprisonment for transporting a 
stolen automobile interstate, 
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SCL and St. Vincent De Paul Society , 
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2929 California.

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
—John L. Lewis called in his 250-

That is the date for the start of 
negotiations on the new contract 
to replace the one Lewis has or- 
dered terminated April 1. It 
covers the country’s 400,000 soft 
coal miners. 

Lewis is expected to set an ex- 
piration date one month later for 
his contract with anthracite oper- 
ators covering some 75,000 Penn- 
sylvania miners, 

Principal demands the industry 


_expects Lewis, United Mine Work- 


ers’ chief, to make this year are: 
1. A “participation royalty” on 
each ton of coal mined to build up 


a UMW welfare and hospitaliza- 


tion fund. Lewis called for a 10- 
cent figure last year but aban- 
doned it to end an ill-day bitu- 


minous strike and win wage con-' 


cessions from the operators. 


' 2. A return to the basic 35-hour 


or some other shorter work week 
with a wage increase to make up 
the loss in earnings. The miners 
now receive $63.50 for a 54-hour, 
six-day week. 

3. Unionization of the 28,000 to 
50,000 supervisory workers who 
were the center of a 30-day strike 
last October. The National Labor 
Relations Board has ruled that 
most of these foremen, considered 
part of management by the coal 
companies, are eligible to belong 
to a selection workers’ union, 
in this case the UMW.

‘the increase at any later time, 
|Approval will be given or with- 
/held on the same basis as if it 
‘had been sought before the in- 
crease was made. 

“If an employer makes an un- 
approved wage or salary increase 
on or after March 15, 1946, and 
‘fails to file such a notice, he will 
‘be deemed to have waived any 
right to use the increase as a 
basis for seeking price increases, 
or for any of the other purposes 
stated above. 

Later Applications Allowed. 

14. Q. If an employer makes a 
wage or salary increase without 
prior approval, and gives notice 
that he has no present intention 
of using it as a basis for seeking 
a price increase, may he apply for 
a price increase later? 

“A. Yes. He must, of course, 
first secure approval of the wage 
increese. OPA will then consider 
his application for price relief, if 
he shows a reasonable ground for 
the change in his original inten- 
tion. 

“While employers are not pro- 
hibited from agreeing’ to absorb 
additional increases, it is im- 
portant that any such agreement 
should be made with open eyes. 
Otherwise, widespread wage set- 
tlements might be made in excess 
of the standards for approval 
without awareness, This would 
create the dilemma of either im- 
'posing severe and often intolera- 
ble hardship upon employers in 
many cases, or of permitting a 
break in the wage-price policy 
which would upset the stabiliza- 
tion program. 

“15. Q. What classes of wage or 
Salary increases are given ad- 
vance approval by the President's 
executive order itself? 


“A. The President’s executive 
order gives advance approval to 
two classes of wage and salary 
increases: 1, Any increase law- 
fully made before the date of the 
order (Feb. 14, 1946), and (2) any 
‘increase made at any time in ac- 
‘cordance with a governmental 
/recommendation announced . be- 
fore the date of the order. 

“The National Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board and the salary stabilt- 
zation unit in the Treasury De- 
partment will give rulings, upon 
request, on questions as_ to

Menus for 
Tomorrow

HE dessert suggested today is 
T so simple that a child able to 

handle a grater and a paring 
knife safely can make it up with 
enough expertness that an old ex- 
perienced chef or a sophisticated 
home cook would be pleased with 
it. Neither doctors nor nutrition- 
ists can find fault with it, unless 
they might object to the nuts in 
the dessert for small children, Of 
course, the nuts can be omitted 
until the children’s portions are 
removed. It is a dessert with both 
optical and palate appeal and it 
is one that won't let the teeth 
shirk. The dessert can be varied 
in many ways. Dried apricots or 
peaches or prunes may be used 
instead of the dates, in-which case 
the fruit would need to marinate 
longer in the citrus juice so that it 
would soften sufficiently. The 
dried fruits can also be put 
through a food chopper, and in 
this finely divided state, the mois- 
ture is absorbed more rapidly, ~» 


The cheese-chipped beef sand- 
wich mixture also appearing today 
may seem a bit unusual in that 
the finely sheared beef is com- 
bined as is with the rest of the 
ingredients. This assumes that 
the beef is moist and comes di- 
rectly from a glass that has had a 
tight fitting cover. If the beef is 
from a container that has permit- 
ted the beef to dry, then a slight 
change in procedure is advised.» 
Frizzle the beef first in a table- 
spoon of butter until it takes on a 
delicate browned color and when 
removed from the skillet becomes 
crisp enough that it can be crum- 
bled up like bacon. This crisped 
beef adds crunchiness to the 
sandwich mixture which is very 
different from moist beef, but it 
is every whit as delicious when 
made up into sandwiches, 


Apple-Date Delight — 


Coarsely grate four peeled tart 
eating apples. Mix grated apples, 
immediately after grating, with \% 
cup lemon juice, 4% cup honey, and 
% teaspoon salt. Put alternate 
layers of apple mixture and 
chopped dates (% Ib, dates—about 
12—pitted and cut up) into sherbet 
or parfait glasses, and top with 
chopped nuts. Serve well chilled. 
Four servings. 

Menus for Tuesday, : 

Breakfast—Baked apple, milk 
toast with bacon crumbled over 
top. 

Luncheon—Chipped beef and 
cheese sandwiches, pickled beets 
and onions, sliced oranges, 

Dinner—Beef pot roast, mashed 
potatoes, buttered fresh peas, com- 
bination salad with egg garnish, 
apple date delight. 

Chipped Beef-Cheese Sandwiches. 

Shred % lb, chipped beef finely, 
using kitchen shears. Add 1 cup 
grated cheese (% I1b.), % cup-may- 
onnaise, % teaspoon mustard, % 
cup chopped sweet pickles, and 4 
cup finely chopped parsley and 
blend thoroughly. Allow to stand 
in a covered container in the re- 
frigerator for at least an hour, so 
flavors will blend, Spread between 
buttered slices of whole wheat or 
rye bread, adding a leaf of crisp 
lettuce to each sandwich. Makes 
2 cups sandwich spread—about 8 
full-size sandwiches, (Left-over 
spread may be stored in refrig- 
erator, in covered container for 
several days.)

Bladder Ulcer— 


Common-Sense Medicine 


N discussing bladder ulcers 1 
| Fa confine my remarks to a 

type known as the Hunner 
ulcer. This ulcer is named after 
Dr, Hunner of Baltimore who 
was the first to call attention to 
this particular bladder lesion, 
Many years ago this type of. ulcer 
was frequently overlooked and 
for that reason the term “evasive” 
ulcer was coined, 

The ulcer is associated with in- 
tense bladder symptoms and in 
the majority of cases is mislead- 
ing because the urine upon exami- 
nation is practically negative, 
though in a few instances will 
show a few more pus cells than 
is considered normal with a few 
red blood cells. The negative urine 
examination has a tendency to 
mislead the physician if he is not 
familiar with this negative phase 
associated with the Hunner ulcer. 

The ulcer begins in the muscu- 
lature of the bladder wall and 
forms a scar and gradually breaks 
through into the mucus membrane 
of the bladder, The cause of the 
ulcer is not clear, though focal 
infection has received considera- 
ble attention,® 

Symptoms: Frequent, painful 
urination with the capacity of the 
bladder limited and with a wide 
variation in capacity. Some cases 
are moderately limited in blad- 
der capacity while in others the 
capacity is severely crippled, In 
well advanced cases two or three 
ounces is the limit of the bladder 
capacity, though the average will 
range from about six to eight or 
possibly 10 ounces, 

The diagnosis is established by 
examination of the interior of the 
bladder with a specially designed 
instrument called the cystoscope. 
Some cases can be done at the 
office, but the majority require 
some type of anesthesia to re- 
lax the patient and allow care- 
ful study of the bladder. The ma- 
jority of cases are in the female, 


though the ulcer occurs in the 
male also, 

Any person, male or female, 
having persistent, painful, fre- 
quent urination should have a cy- 
stoscopic study of the bladder to 
rule out Hunner ulcer, This is 
particularly true if they have been 
receiving treatment to the bladder 
for some time without benefit. 

As I previously stated the urine 
examinatiog may be negative, but 
the ulcer well advanced, The diag- 
nosis and treatment of this blad- 
der lesion is best handled by the 
urologist. The treatment consists 
of burning the ulcer with the elec- 
tric spark; silver nitrate instilla- 
tions of various strengths; and 
forcible dilation of the bladder 
wall under anesthesia. The treat- 
ment is Jong and tedious and both 
the patient and doctor must have 
a mutual understanding and work 
together, The results are good and 
tremendously appreciated by the 


patient, 
DR.

Sweetbreads Veloute 


A dish of extreme delicacy and 
suitable for a ladies’ luncheon— 
and approved by the gentlemen, 
too—is “sweetbreads veloute.” 
Slice up a small white onion and 
a cupful of mushrooms and saute 
them in fat until Nightly browned, 
Stir in about a tablespoon of flour 
and add a cupful of chicken stock 
or broth. Cook until the mixture 
is thickened slightly. Don’t let 
it scorch, Season it with salt, 
pepper and cayenne and let it 
come to a boll, Have ready three 
pairs of sweetbreads, which have 
been parboiled, cut in cubes 
and dressed with lemon juice. Add 
them to the sauce and, if you like, 
give the works a shot of worces- 
tershire sauce. Mix all well and 
stir in four or five tablespoons of 
dry sherry, Serve on toast or 
patty shells,

FIRST THING to do is to con- 
sult a physician who understands 
the growth of adolescent children 
and has sympathy and under- 
standing for both child and par- 
ent. At this time the changes 
that are taking place in the child’s 
body disturb him in body and 
mind and he is so distressed that 
he cannot tell what ails him. He 
really does not know. Maybe the 
physician can discover it and help 
him, 


During this time the possibili- 
ties of trouble with one organ or 
another is likely to come to light. 
A stomach that had served fairly 
well may now become finicky; 
eyes that functioned well may now 
be troublesome; the same thing 
goes On all through the body. Any 
latent weakness may now appear 
and add to the general disturb- 
ance. Glands may be troublesome 
and nerves jittery. The physician 
is the one to examine the child 
and advise about his care. Given 
care, the trouble will, in good 
time, pass. 
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THESE CHILDREN are usually 
well along in school. They have 
heavy schedules and too much 
home work. When a child is in 
poor shape his lessons should be. 
cut down, his free time increased, 
his sleep prolonged, pressure of 
work lightened. At the same time 
he must be carefully held to the 
routine the physician and his par- 
ents’ good sense prescribe. He is 
not to go on a loose footless, aim- 
less course. He is to know that 
his health is being guarded toward 
the end that he may become a 
useful happy adult. This much 
can be made plain to him, 

Don't give up hope when you 
fail at times to hold him in the 
place where he should be. Hu- 
manity is frail at best. Lay down 
the general plan, secure his co- 
operation as fully as possible, and 
Jean hard on the physician and 
the child’s natural tendency to 
grow in health and honor. In time 
he will.

SPRING perennial is the bo-

I have just received a compre- 
hensive statement on the situation 
fn Great Britain. I think it will 
be enlightening to all of us, since 
Great Britain, in spite of war re- 
strictions, has been able to help 
others. For instance, she takes 
several hundred Dutch children 
every month and keeps them for a 
three-month period, sending them 
back in much better health and 
with a complete new outfit of 
clothing.

Was surprised to find that they | 


took shoes two sizes bigger than 
would be normal for the size of 
their clothes. Their shoes also 
wore out twice as fast as shoes 
worn by British children, She 
brought an orthopedic surgeon 
and an X-ray machine to the camp 
and found what two previous 
health examinations had not dis- 
closed—namely, that the children's 
feet were without bones, contain- 
ing just gristle. Their feet there- 
fore spread and dragged as they 
walked, This in turn made them 
shuffle along and wear their 
shoes out. Given extra calcium 
and better food, the bone de- 
ficiency was largely remedied be- 
fore the children’s return to Hol- 
land.

(This is not a 
definite convention, but a purely 
logical device. Unless the re- 
sponder has overwhelming prefer- 
ence for the other minor suit, he 
bids his longer major suit, in the 
assurance that he will find at 
least a five-card support opposite 
him.) 

Actually, since North had given 
orders, via the first cue bid, that 
the bidding be held open until 
game was reached, it would have 
been more sensible to bid three 
spades on the second round, with 
the intention of showing the 
hearts if South did not raise 
spades. 

However, the four-heart con- 
tract should have been fulfilled 
just as handily from the South 
position as with North the de 
clarer.
